and  having  taken  the  necessary  Oath  as  required  by  the  said  Letters  Patent,  I 
have  therefore  thought  fit  to  issue  this  Proclamation  to  make  known  the  same, 
and  I  do  hereby  require  and  command  that  all  and  singular  Her  Majesty's 
Officers  and  Ministers  in  Canada  do  continue  in  the  execution  of  their  several 
and  respective  offices,  places  and  employments,  and  that  Her  Majesty's  loving 
subjects  and  all  others  whom  these  Presents  may  concern  do  take  notice  thereof 
and  govern  themselves  accordingly.

The  Honourable  the  Speaker  having  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate 
do  now  adjourn  during  pleasure,  it  was —

After  awhile,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  having  come  and  being 
seated  upon  the  Throne — 

The  Honourable  the  Speaker  commanded  the  Gentleman  Usher  of  the 
Black  Rod  to  proceed  to  the  House  of  Commons  and  acquaint  that  House 
that:  — 


"It  is  the  pleasure  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  that  they  attend 
him  immediately  in  the  Senate  Chamber." 
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The  House  of  Commons  being  come, 


His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  was  then  pleased  to  open  the  Session 
by  a  gracious  Speech  to  both  Houses,  as  follows:  — 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate, 

Members  of  the  House  of  Com.m.ons, 

I  am  happy  to  greet  you  as  we  meet  for  the  first  time  at  the  Opening  of 
our  Parliament. 

My  appointment  as  the  representative  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  in  Canada 
is  an  honour  which  moves  me  profoundly.  I  invoke  Divine  help  to  guide  and 
strengthen  me  that  I  may  serve  well  the  Parliament  and  people  of  Canada  in 
carrying  out  the  trust  confided  to  me  by  the  Sovereign. 

We  will  long  cherish  the  memories  of  the  presence  of  our  Gracious  Queen 
and  of  His  Royal  Highness  among  us  last  summer.  The  warmth  of  the  welcome 
given  them  throughout  the  country  is  an  expression  of  the  loyalty,  devotion 
and  affection  of  all  Canadians.  Our  attachment  to  the  Crown  is  a  great  unify- 
ing force.  It  will  be  my  earnest  endeavour  to  foster  a  spirit  of  harmony  and 
confidence  in  all,  irrespective  of  race  or  creed,  in  the  achievement  of  our 
mighty  destiny. 

My  Prime  Minister  looks  forward  to  meeting  with  the  leaders  of  the  other 
Commonwealth  Governments  early  in  May.  The  Commonwealth  is  in  a  state 
of  rapid  constitutional  development.  During  the  course  of  the  year  Nigeria  is 
to  become  an  independent  member  following  those  constructive  processes  by 
which  the  Commonwealth  has  set  a  lead  in  peaceful  evolution  of  new  nations 
from  dependent  territories. 

We  welcome  the  spirit  which  has  made  possible  the  progress  of  the  past 
year  in  meetings  between  the  leaders  of  great  nations  and  we  believe  that  with 
wisdom  and  patience  the  series  of  meetings  arranged  to  commence  in  Paris  in 
May  can  bring  about  the  results  which  all  desire.  Canada  will  be  prepared 
to  assist  wholeheartedly  by  consultation,  particularly  in  the  North  Atlantic 
Treaty  Organization,  with  those  immediately  involved  in  these  efforts  to 
achieve  just  diplomatic  settlements. 

A  lasting  peace  between  nations,  founded  upon  understanding  and 
tolerance,  is  the  strongest  aspiration  of  Canadians.  The  Government  continues 
to  regard  as  a  primary  goal  the  achievement  of  the  greatest  possible  measure 
of  controlled  disarmament.  Canada  will  devote  every  effort  to  discharging  its 
responsibilities  as  a  member  of  the  ten  nation  disarmament  committee.  Some 
progress  has  already  been  made  by  those  nations  possessing  nuclear  weapons 
in  preparing  a  treaty  to  discontinue  the  testing  of  such  weapons  and  to 
establish  a  system  of  international  control. 

We  are  heartened  by  the  unanimous  approval  given  by  the  United  Nations 
to  the  Canadian  proposal  to  sample  and  analyse  more  widely  and  effectively  the 
radioactive  content  of  the  atmosphere,  soil  and  food.  For  this  purpose  necessary 
funds  to  enable  Canada  to  take  a  leading  part  in  this  work  will  be  requested. 

It  must  be  expected  that  the  recent  technological  advances  in  the  penetra- 
tion of  outer  space  will  lead  to  further  dramatic  developments.  Canada 
welcomes  the  opportunity  to  participate  actively  in  the  United  Nations  Com- 
mittee intended  to  ensure  that  outer  space  is  used  only  for  peaceful  purposes. 
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Economic  and  technical  assistance  to  the  less  developed  nations  of  the 
world  continues  to  be  needed  both  on  humanitarian  grounds  and  to  provide  the 
economic  basis  for  peaceful  and  orderly  progress  in  those  nations.  You  will 
therefore  be  asked  to  continue  programmes  of  aid  to  other,  less  developed 
nations,  particularly  those  in  the  Commonwealth.  You  will  also  be  asked  to 
vote  support  for  the  programme  of  scholarships  and  fellowships  to  be  exchanged 
within  the  Commonwealth  adopted  at  the  suggestion  of  Canada. 

Substantial  progress  has  now  been  made  in  finding  a  satisfactory  basis  for 
the  development  of  the  power  of  the  Columbia  River  in  cooperation  with  the 
United  States  and  negotiations  for  this  purpose  have  now  been  initiated  with 
the  Government  of  the  United  States.  The  results  will  be  placed  before 
Parliament  for  approval  and  for  the  authority  to  take  the  measures  necessary 
to  bring  about  the  full  use  of  this  most  valuable  source  of  power.  The  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  remains  ready  to  participate  with  British  Columbia  in  the  joint 
development  of  the  potentials  of  this  great  river. 

International  trade  is  one  of  the  chief  bases  of  Canadian  prosperity  and 
must  continue  to  be  a  major  interest  of  this  Parliament.  The  growing  exports 
of  various  countries  are  presenting  us  with  both  increasing  opportunities  for 
trade  and  problems  of  competition.  Developments  of  far-reaching  importance 
to  Canada's  trade  are  now  taking  place  in  Europe,  and  two  of  my  Ministers 
are  in  Paris  today  consulting  on  these  subjects  with  representatives  of  other 
nations. 

Canada's  general  economic  position  has  greatly  improved  during  1959  and 
the  prospects  for  1960  are  favourable.  The  recurrent  problem  of  seasonal 
unemployment  remains,  however,  but  apart  from  this,  expansion  in  production 
and  employment  has  been  general  across  the  nation. 

My  Government  is  pleased  that  its  national  development  programme  has 
stimulated  a  large  increase  in  Northern  exploration.  Last  year's  discovery  of 
oil  and  gas  in  the  Yukon  is  being  followed  this  year  by  a  score  of  new  explora- 
tory wells  over  a  wide  area  of  Northern  Canada.  Coupled  with  a  revival  of 
mining  activity,  this  makes  it  evident  that  private  enterprise  is  now  active  in 
the  opening  up  of  the  North.  New  oil  and  gas  regulations  will  emphasize 
opportunities  for  Canadians  to  participate  in  the  ownership  of  these  Northern 
resources. 

The  securing  to  farmers  of  a  fair  share  of  the  national  income,  through  the 
maintenance  of  prices  of  farm  products,  has  received  constant  attention  and 
continues  to  be  a  matter  of  prime  concern  to  my  Government.  Our  farms 
have  yielded  surpluses  which  have  necessitated  a  revision  of  existing  measures 
to  stabilize  farm  prices  to  ensure  that  their  basic  purpose  is  achieved  without 
the  wasteful  accumulation  of  surplus  stocks.  The  severe,  unseasonal  snow  in 
the  Prairie  Provinces  interrupted  the  harvest  rendering  necessary  emergency 
legislation  which  will  be  considered  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity. 

Legislation  to  provide  for  a  Canadian  Bill  of  Rights  will  be  placed  before 
you  for  your  approval. 
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My  Ministers  have  had  under  consideration  the  enactment  of  a  provision 
that  would  enable  the  establishment  of  a  uniform  retirement  age  of  seventy- 
five  for  all  Judges  appointed  under  the  authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada. 
Agreement  has  now  been  reached  with  all  Provincial  Governments  on  this 
principle.  You  will  accordingly  be  asked  to  approve  a  resolution  leading  to 
an  appropriate  amendment  to  the  British  North  America  Act,  and  you  will  then 
be  asked  to  make  consequential  amendments  to  the  Judges  Act. 

Bills  will  also  be  submitted  for  your  approval  to  give  added  status  and 
responsibility  to  the  Territorial  Councils  of  the  Yukon  and  Northwest  Terri- 
tories and  to  improve  the  administration  of  justice  in  the  Territories. 

Amendments  to  the  Combines  Investigation  Act  and  the  related  provisions 
of  the  Criminal  Code  will  be  laid  before  you  to  clarify  and  improve  this  Act 
and  protect  the  interests  of  small  business  firms. 

You  will  be  requested  to  revise  the  Civil  Service  Act  and  a  Special  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Commons  will  be  proposed  for  the  consideration  of  the 
bill.  Amendments  to  the  Public  Service  Superannuation  Act  will  also  be 
placed  before  you. 

An  amendment  will  be  proposed  to  the  Federal-Provincial  Tax- Sharing 
Arrangements  Act  to  extend,  for  the  two  remaining  fiscal  years  covered  by  that 
Act,  the  increase  in  the  share  of  the  revenue  from  the  personal  income  tax 
that  is  allocated  to  the  Provinces.  You  will  also  be  asked  to  authorize,  for 
any  Provinces  which  desire  them,  alternative  arrangements  in  respect  of 
university  grants. 

Legislation  will  be  introduced  to  give  Indians  the  franchise  in  Federal 
elections.  You  will  be  invited  to  re-establish  the  Joint  Committee  on  Indian 
Affairs. 

You  will  be  asked  to  authorize  the  establishment  of  a  new  department 
to  be  concerned  with  affairs  relating  to  the  forests  of  Canada  and  their  most 
effective  utilization  and  conservation,  and  to  assume  responsibility  for  other 
related  resources. 

You  will  be  requested  to  extend  for  three  years  the  operation  of  the 
Emergency  Gold  Mining  Assistance  Act. 

An  amendment  will  also  be  proposed  to  the  National  Energy  Board  Act 
authorizing  the  temporary  extension  of  the  licences  for  the  export  of  electricity 
until  the  Board  can  conclude  its  urgent  business  on  export  of  gas. 

A  proposal  will  be  placed  before  you  to  extend  the  period  during  which 
payments  may  be  made  in  respect  of  construction  of  the  Trans-Canada 
Highway.  You  will  also  be  asked  to  continue  the  operation  of  the  Export  and 
Import  Permits  Act  for  another  three  years.  The  repeal  of  the  Newfoundland 
Fisheries  Board  Act  will  be  proposed. 

Measures  will  be  placed  before  you  to  amend  the  Old  Age  Security  Act 
and  the  Veterans'  Allowance  Act  to  establish  a  basis  for  the  payment  of 
pensions  and  allowances,  respectively,  to  Canadians  residing  outside  Canada. 

You  will  be  asked  to  authorize  the  establishment  of  Harbour  Commissions 
for  the  Harbours  of  Nanaimo  and  Oshawa,  and  to  amend  the  Windsor  Harbour 
Commissioners  Act. 

You  will  also  be  requested  to  revise  the  Feeding  Stuffs  Act  and  to  amend 
the  National  Housing  Act,  the  Expropriation  Act,  the  Department  of  Justice 
Act  and  certain  other  statutes. 
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Members  of  the  House  of  Commons, 

You  will  be  asked  to  appropriate  the  funds  required  to  carry  out  the 
services  and  payments  authorized  by  Parliament.  To  assist  you  in  this  purpose, 
the  Committee  on  Estimates  will  again  be  requested  to  review  the  expenditures 
of  several  departments. 

You  will  be  invited  to  re-establish  the  Special  Committee  on  Broadcasting 
so  that  it  may  continue  its  consideration  of  broadcasting  policy,  particularly 
in  the  field  of  regulation  and  licensing.

REPORT  OF  THE  PARLIAMENTARY  LIBRARIAN 
3rd  Session,  24th  Parliament,  1960 


To  the  Honourable  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate: 

The  Acting  Parliamentary  Librarian  has  the  honour  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  for  the  year  1959. 

On  September  30,  1959,  Mr.  Francis  A.  Hardy  retired  after  forty  years 
of  faithful  and  distinguished  service.  Mr.  Hardy  joined  the  staff  of  the  Library 
in  1919,  became  Assistant  Librarian  in  1936  and  was  appointed  Parliamentary 
Librarian  in  1944.  He  will  be  greatly  missed.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library  held  on  July  15  last,  the  privileges  of  the  Library  were 
formally  extended  to  Mr.  Hardy  for  as  long  as  he  cared  to  enjoy  them. 

The  Joint  Committee  met  also  on  June  17,  1959  to  discuss  Library  prob- 
lems. It  was  decided  that  the  leaflet  "How  the  Library  of  Parliament  can  help 
Senators  and  Members"  be  sent  to  members  of  both  houses  at  the  beginning  of 
each  session.  Accordingly,  a  revised  edition  of  the  leaflet  will  be  mailed  to 
Senators  and  Members  early  next  week.  Suggestions  as  to  improvements  in 
future  editions  will  be  welcomed. 

The  Joint  Committee  also  instructed  the  Parliamentary  Librarian  to  publish 
a  "Selected  Additions  List"  twice-monthly  for  the  information  of  Senators 
and  Members.  Two  issues,  dated  July  1  and  15,  1959,  were  put  out  in  the  last 
month  of  the  last  session.  Members  of  both  houses  will  receive  new  issues  of 
this  list  of  recent  books  of  special  interest,  fortnightly  during  the  present 
session. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  1959,  our  staff  answered  4,999  reference  questions, 
3,516  during  the  session  months  and  1,483  from  August  to  the  end  of  the  year. 
We  circulated  16,055  books,  13,166  and  2,889  for  these  two  respective  periods. 
During  the  year,  our  cataloguing  staff  have  re-catalogued  16,073  volumes, 
which  brings  to  143,005  the  total  to  date.  The  number  of  catalogued  books 
reached  the  point  last  year  where  it  was  opportune  to  make  use  of  the  book- 
cards  by  adopting  a  new  book-charging  system.  This  was  done  in  August,  and 
has  resulted  in  an  appreciable  improvement  in  circulation  procedure  at  the 
loan  desk.

P.C.,  Q.C.  AT  the  Installation  of  Major-General  Georges  Philias  Vanier, 

D.S.O.,   M.C.   CD.,   AS  Governor  General   of   Canada,   the 

Senate  Chamber,  Tuesday,  September   15,   1959. 

Your  Excellency: 

It  is  my  privilege  as  Prime  Minister  to  extend  to  you  with  pleasure  and 
pride,  on  behalf  of  the  government  and  people  of  Canada,  best  wishes  as  you 
assume  office  as  Her  Majesty's  representative  in  Canada,  the  nineteenth  Gov- 
ernor General  since  Confederation. 

May  I  suggest  to  you,  sir,  that  your  first  act  be  to  express  to  Her  Majesty, 
the  Queen  of  Canada,  the  heartfelt  fidelity,  devotion  and  loyalty  of  the  Cana- 
dian people,  the  evidence  of  which  was  so  apparent  during  the  recent  visit  of 
Her  Majesty  and  Prince  Philip  to  Canada. 

Votre  Excellence, 

Ce  m'est  un  privilege  agreable  et  une  source  de  fierte  comme  premier 
ministre  de  vous  exprimer  au  nom  du  gouvernement  et  du  peuple  canadien  des 
voeux  sinceres  au  moment  meme  ou  vous  assumez  les  responsabilities  de  repre- 
sentant  de  Sa  Majeste  au  Canada  pour  devenir  de  dix-neuvieme  Gouverneur 
general  depuis  la  Confederation. 

Comme  votre  premier  geste,  puis-je  vous  demander  de  transmettre  a  Sa 
Majeste  la  Reine  du  Canada  Tassurance  des  plus  fideles  et  loyaux  sentiments 
«t  du  devouement  de  la  population  canadienne,  sentiments  qui  se  sont  d'ailleurs 
manifestes  de  facon  si  evidente  lors  de  la  visite  memorable  de  la  Reine  et  du 
prince  Philippe  il  y  a  a  peine  quelques  semaines. 

Les  ceremonies  d'aujourd'hui  marquent  un  nouveau  jalon  et  un  nouveau 
progres  vers  I'unite.  Ces  ceremonies  soulignent  I'unite  essentielle,  sans  con- 
sideration de  race  ou  de  croyance,  non  seulement  des  races  qui  ont  fonde  notre 
pays,  mais  de  tous  les  Canadiens  quelle  que  soit  leur  origine  ou  leur  croyance 
religieuse. 

This  ceremony  today  marks  another  milestone  in  Canadian  history  and 
emphasizes  the  essential  unity,  without  regard  to  race  or  creed,  not  only  of 
the  founding  races,  but  also  of  the  many  other  peoples  who  have  come  to  our 
country. 

I  would  like  to  say  a  word,  too,  about  your  gracious  wife,  Madame  Vanier, 
whose  devotion  has  meant  so  much,  and  whose  grace  is  known  to  all  of  us. 

As  we  meet  here  today,  a  meeting  is  taking  place  in  Washington,  D.C.  the 
outcome  of  which  causes  mankind  to  build  its  hopes  for  new  understanding, 
leading  to  the  attainment  of  world  peace  with  justice.  Canadians  have  a 
message  for  mankind.  We  have  been  able  to  achieve  national  peace  and  well- 
being  in  Canada  without  regard  to  race  because  of  our  adherence  to  the  tra- 
ditions and  the  tried  institutions  of  freedom,  and  the  spiritual  things  without 
which  nations  no  less  than  individuals  cannot  achieve  greatness. 

As  we  meet  today  and  as  one  looks  back  in  the  retrospect  of  two  centuries, 
one  sees  something  of  the  great  statesmanship  and  the  wisdom  of  Great  Britain. 
By  the  Quebec  Act  of  1775  she  granted  religious  freedom  to  Canada — in- 
cidentally Your  Excellency,  the  first  time  this  was  achieved  among  the 
countries  now  joined  in  the  present  commonwealth  of  nations — and  as  a  result 
of  that  act  she  mobilized  the  hearts  and  devotion  of  French  Canadians  to  the 
crown  and  thereby  contributed  in  such  large  measure  to  the  maintenance  and 
preservation  of  the  Crown,  and  provided  for  your  opportunity  to  serve  as  her 
representative. 
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I  think  today  of  the  tremendous  developments  that  have  taken  place  in  our 
institutions,  from  Governor  de  Vaudreuil  to  you,  sir.  Our  system  of  government, 
developed  to  meet  the  changing  needs  of  a  new  country  were  graphically 
described  by  Sir  Robert  Borden  when  accepting  the  Speaker's  chair  from 
Westminster  in  1921,  epitomizing  by  his  words  the  contribution  of  the  French 
and  the  English  to  the  building  of  our  country.  Sir  Robert  said: 

The  parliamentary  institutions  which  we  hold  as  of  right  and  not  of  grace 
were  won  by  a  common  ancestry  and  through  gradual  evolution  and  develop- 
ment during  the  past  five  or  six  centuries.  The  man  who  summoned  the  first 
gathering  that  might  be  regarded  as  the  forerunner  of  the  commons  house  of 
parliament  .  .  .  was  a  Frenchman,  born  in  France.  Thus  we  can  look  back  with 
satisfaction  upon  the  fact  that  Saxon  and  Norman  five  or  six  hundred  years  ago> 
stood  side  by  side  in  the  assertion  of  liberties  that  are  ours  today. 

Out  of  the  co-operation  of  the  two  founding  races  came  responsible  govern- 
ment and  the  development  of  the  federal  system.  It  also  made  possible  the 
unity  of  different  races  and  religions  in  varying  geographical  areas,  not  only 
in  our  own  country  but  also  as  a  basic  foundation  of  the  commonwealth  of 
nations. 

Your  Excellency,  we  recognize  your  capacity  to  be  Her  Majesty's  repre- 
sentative. You  are  fitted  by  years  of  eminence,  by  great  talents,  and  by  vast 
experience.  In  the  field  of  diplomacy  you  have  given  long  service  to  Canada 
as  representative  to  the  League  of  Nations  and  to  other  international  con- 
ferences, as  a  secretary  to  the  high  commissioner  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
as  ambassador  to  France. 

But  I  think  of  another  group  across  Canada  today,  the  veterans,  "the  old 
soldiers"  of  more  than  two  score  years  ago,  to  whom  you  have  become,  while 
living,  a  legendary  figure  as  the  gallant  commanding  officer  of  the  famed 
Van  Doos,  the  Royal  22nd  Regiment,  the  lustre  of  whose  achievements  is  un- 
dimmed  in  the  passing  years. 

With  such  a  record,  marked  by  consecration  to  the  service  of  the  Crown 
and  to  Canada,  I  can  apply  to  you  what  was  spoken  of  another  by  Lord 
Tennyson  when  he  said,  "great  in  council;  great  in  war." 

Your  Excellency,  you  have  always  answered  the  roll  call  of  duty.  You  are 
doing  it  again.  I  know  I  speak  for  Canadians  in  every  part  of  this  country 
that  in  the  discharge  of  the  high  responsibilities  of  being  the  personal  repre- 
sentative of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  you  will  do  so  with  that  distinction,  devo- 
tion, and  loyalty  that  have  characterized  your  life. 


Reply  of  His  Excellency  the   Governor  General  to  the  Address  of 

THE  Prime  Minister,  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  on  the  day  of  His 

Excellency's  Installation  as  Governor  General  of  Canada, 

Tuesday,  September  15,  1959. 

Mr.  Prime  Minister, 

My  first  words  are  a  prayer.  May  Almighty  God  in  His  infinite  wisdom  and 
mercy  bless  the  sacred  mission  which  has  been  entrusted  to  me  by  Her  Majesty 
the  Queen  and  help  me  to  fulfil  it  in  all  humility.  In  exchange  for  His  strength, 
I  offer  Him  my  weakness.  May  He  give  peace  to  this  beloved  land  of  ours  and 
to  those  who  live  in  it,  the  grace  of  mutual  understanding,  respect  and  love. 

I  shall  have  the  honour  to  convey  to  Her  Majesty  the  message  of  devotion 
and  loyalty  to  which  you  have  given  expression  on  behalf  of  the  people  of 
Canada.  The  recent  visit  of  our  Sovereign  to  this   country,  with  His  Royal 
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Highness  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh,  has  made  of  the  word  loyalty  a  synonym  of 
affection.  The  Queen  has  established  with  Canadians  a  bond  personal  rather 
than  formal.  Aptly  does  Shakespeare  evoke  this  feeling  in  Henry  VI:  "My 
crown  is  in  my  heart,  not  on  my  head".  Is  it  surprising  that  such  a  crown 
should  find  its  way  into  our  hearts  as  well? 

We  are  deeply  grateful,  my  wife  and  I,  for  the  generous  terms  and  the 
charming  way  in  which  you  have  welcomed  us. 

I  am  happy  to  pay  tribute  to  my  predecessor,  the  first  Canadian  Governor 
General.  He  had  to  blaze  a  new  trail  and  well  has  he  done  it.  During  seven 
and  a  half  years,  never  sparing  himself,  he  has  laboured  with  fortitude  and 
devotion  in  the  service  of  his  Sovereign  and  his  country.  His  place  is  very  high 
in  the  list  of  those  who  have  had  the  honour  to  represent  the  Crown  in  Canada. 
From  the  bottom  of  my  heart  I  thank  him  for  the  assistance  and  advice  he 
has  given  me.  I  have  no  illusions  about  being  able  to  equal  his  achievement. 

We  are  indeed  fortunate  in  being  attached  to  the  crown  which  holds  for 
the  world  a  promise  of  peace.  It  is  well  to  recall  that  the  Queen  is  the  symbol 
of  the  free  association  of  member  nations  of  the  commonwealth  and  as  such  is 
accepted  as  its  head.  The  total  area  of  the  commonwealth  is  estimated  to  be 
about  fourteen  and  a  half  million  square  miles  and  its  population  something 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  six  hundred  and  fifty  million. 

Canada  forms  part  of  this  mighty  far-flung  commonwealth,  which  is  com- 
posed of  many  races  and  creeds.  What  a  power  is  there  for  good  in  the  world, 
what  a  power  to  right  many  wrongs,  to  solve  many  problems,  in  amity,  without 
recourse  to  arms.  Does  not  the  very  thought  of  the  commonwealth's  potential 
action  conjure  up  a  vision  inspiring  in  scope  and  grandeur? 

You  have  drawn  attention,  Mr.  Prime  Minister,  to  the  significance  of  this 
day.  How  right  you  are.  Two  hundred  years  ago,  a  certain  country  won  a  battle 
on  the  plains  of  Abraham;  another  country  lost  a  battle.  In  the  annals  of  every 
nation,  there  is  a  record  of  victories  and  defeats.  The  present  Sovereign  of  the 
victorious  country.  Sovereign  also  of  Canada  now,  returns  to  the  same  battle- 
field, two  centuries  later,  and  presents  colours  to  a  French-speaking  regiment, 
which  mounts  guard  over  the  citadel  of  Quebec,  a  regiment  of  which  Her 
Majesty  is  colonel  in  chief. 

And  how  is  the  battle  of  1759  commemorated?  By  a  monument,  erected  in 
1828,  to  the  memory  of  both  commanding  generals,  who  died  in  action.  It  bears 
the  inscription  in  Latin:  "Valour  gave  them  a  common  death,  history  a  common 
fame,  posterity  a  common  monument".  Is  there  a  better  way  to  heal  the  wounds 
of  war,  to  seal  the  bonds  of  peace? 

The  sixty  thousand  French-Canadians  of  1759  have  become  several  millions. 
For  two  thousand  years,  more  or  less,  the  annals  of  history  proclaim  the  fame 
and  glory  of  Great  Britain  and  France.  The  future  of  Canada  is  linked  with  this 
double  fabulous  heritage.  Canadians  of  Anglo-Saxon  and  French  descent,  whose 
two  cultures  will  always  be  a  source  of  mutual  enrichment,  are  an  inspiring 
example  of  coexistence.  They  go  forward  hand  in  hand  to  make  Canada  a  great 
nation,  hand  in  hand  also  with  Canadians  of  every  origin,  with  their  heritages, 
irrespective  of  race  or  creed.  We  are  all  God's  children. 

Each  one  of  us,  in  his  own  way  and  place,  however  humble,  must  play  his 
part  towards  the  fulfillment  of  our  national  destiny.  To  realize  how  mighty  this 
destiny  will  be  let  us  lift  our  eyes  beyond  the  horizon  of  our  time.  In  our  march 
forward  in  material  happiness,  let  us  not  neglect  the  spiritual  threads  in  the 
weaving  of  our  lives.  If  Canada  is  to  attain  the  greatness  worthy  of  it,  each  one 
of  us  must  say  "I  ask  only  to  serve".

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APPENDIX 

Being  exchange  of  correspondence,  including  Aide-Memoire,  between 

United  States  and  Canadian  officials  concerning  vHotage  on 

the  Great  Lakes,  dated  February  19,  1960. 

AIDE-MEMOIRE 

In  discussions  of  Great  Lakes  pilotage  between  United  States  and  Canadian 
officials  following  the  receipt  of  the  Canadian  Aide-Memoire  of  September  11, 
1959,  the  Canadian  officials  were  informed  of  the  provisions  of  a  proposed  draft 
bill  on  the  subject  which  was  prepared  by  representatives  of  interested  agencies 
of  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  The  principal  purposes  of  the  proposed 
bill  would  be  to  establish  certain  pilotage  requirements  for  the  navigation  of 
United  States  waters  of  Great  Lakes  and  St.  Lawrence  River  by  vessels  operating 
on  ocean  routes  to  and  from  Great  Lakes,  and  to  provide  a  basis  for  a  regulated 
system  of  pilotage  to  meet  those  requirements. 

Provision  is  made  for  coordination  of  this  pilotage  system  with  a  Canadian 
system  on  the  basis  of  reciprocal  recognition  of  and  equitable  participation  by 
United  States  and  Canadian  pilots  in  the  pilotage  of  the  vessels  to  which  the 
bill  would  be  applicable.  These  pilots  would  be  registered  by  an  appropriate 
agency  of  their  respective  countries,  and  vessels  to  which  the  bill  is  applicable 
would  be  required  to  have  registered  pilots  in  their  service  for  the  navigation  of 
designated  United  States  waters.  It  is  the  understanding  of  the  United  States 
Government  that  Canadian  waters  will  also  be  designated  in  which  the  services 
of  registered  pilots  will  be  required. 

In  undesignated  waters  of  Great  Lakes,  the  vessels  to  which  the  proposed 
bill  would  be  applicable  would  be  required  to  have  on  board  either  a  registered 
pilot  or  an  officer  of  their  regular  complement  who  would  be  qualified  for  the 
navigation  of  the  undesignated  waters  and  licensed  either  by  United  States  Coast 
Guard  or  the  appropriate  agency  of  Canada. 

As  a  result  of  the  above-mentioned  discussions,  the  Canadian  representa- 
tives indicated  that  their  Government  would  be  prepared  to  recommend  to 
Parliament  that  legislation  be  adopted  permitting  coordination  on  the  above 
indicated  basis,  if  United  States  enacted  legislation  along  the  lines  of  the  proposed 
draft  bill.  It  is  the  United  States  Government's  understanding  that  provision 
would  be  made  to  restrict  the  registration  of  Canadian  pilots  to  persons,  other 
than  members  of  the  regular  complement  of  a  vessel,  who  hold  a  masters 
certificate  or  equivalent  license,  unlimited  as  to  tonnage,  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Transport  to  authorize  navigation  of  Great  Lakes  and  pilotage  services 
on  routes  specified  therein. 

The  term  "equivalent  license"  as  used  in  the  proposed  United  States  draft 
bill  means  a  license  issued  to  a  St.  Lawrence  River  pilot  to  authorize  the  navi- 
gation of  those  portions  of  the  river  specified  therein.  In  this  connection  Cana- 
dian officials  explained  that  St.  Lawrence  River  pilots  are  specially  trained  for 
pilotage  in  the  districts  for  which  they  are  licensed,  and  that  they  are  not  re- 
quired to  obtain  a  masters  certificate,  although  some  do  hold  such  a  certificate. 
Under  the  proposed  coordinated  arrangements,  Canada  would  register  the  holder 
of  a  St.  Lawrence  River  pilots  license  solely  for  pilotage  service  on  that  river. 

The  Canadian  officials  further  indicated  that  the  Canadian  Government 
would  include  in  any  proposed  legislation  such  provisions  as  might  be  considered 
necessary  to  authorize  the  Department  of  Transport  to  issue  certificates  qualify- 
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ing  for  the  navigation  of  the  "open"  (i.e.  undesignated)  waters  of  Great  Lakes 
those  officers  of  the  regular  complements  of  ocean  vessels  who  meet  the  following 
requirements: 

(1)  Hold  an  appropriate  certificate  of  competency  as  master,  valid  for 
voyages  in  any  part  of  the  world  and  issued  or  recognized  by  the 
country  in  which  the  ship  is  registered. 

(2)  Have  the  experience  of  at  least  two  round  trips,  within  the  preceding 
two  years,  in  the  "open"  or  undesignated  waters  of  Great  Lakes  where 
the  vessel  will  operating. 

(3)  Possess  a  working  knowledge  of  Great  Lakes  rules  of  the  road  as 
evidenced  by  exam. 

(4)  Have  proficiency  in  the  English  language,  to  be  tested  also  by  exam, 
sufficient  to  make  effective  use  of  the  radiotelephone. 

(5)  Have  knowledge  of  the  practice  of  following  separate  upbound  and 
downbound  courses  on  Great  Lakes,  giving  due  regard  to  the  suit- 
ability of  such  courses  for  deep  draft  vessels. 

The  substance  of  the  proposed  draft  bill  which  was  the  subject  of  the  above- 
mentioned  discussions  is  now  embodied  in  a  bill  introduced  in  the  Senate  as 
S  3019.  The  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  would  appreciate 
being  informed  as  to  the  accuracy  and  applicability  of  the  foregoing  under- 
standing of  the  intentions  of  the  Canadian  Government  with  respect  to  S  3019.

The  agreement  of  the  Canadian  Government  which  is  transmitted  con- 
currently herewith  to  the  terms  of  the  Aide-Memoire  in  regard  to  the  Bill  on 
Great  Lakes  pilotage  is  subject  to  the  following  reservation.  Section  9  (c)  of 
the  Bill  does  not  fully  meet  the  Canadian  requirements  in  that  lake  vessels 
which  occasionally  operate  through  the  St.  Lawrence  to  the  maritime  Provinces 
in  the  Canadian  coastal  trade  are  not  covered.  The  Canadian  Government  con- 
siders that  these  vessels  should  be  covered  and  understands  that  United  States 
officials  concerned  with  this  matter  are  sympathetic  to  the  Canadian  position. 

During  discussions  between  the  appropriate  officials  of  our  two  govern- 
ments, United  States  officials  indicated  that  the  position  of  such  vessels  could 
be  protected  under  Section  3  (a)  by  not  being  designated  pursuant  to  the 
Section. 

We  would  appreciate  receiving  assurance  that  in  the  event  S-3019  is  en- 
acted into  law,  the  Department  of  State  will  recommend  to  the  President  that 
Canadian  vessels  operating  primarily  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  St.  Lawrence 
River  which  make  occasional  trips  to  the  Canadian  maritime  Provinces  in  the 
Canadian  coastal  trade  be  excluded  from  the  designation  of  foreign  vessels  to 
be  made  by  the  President  under  Section  3  (a)  of  the  said  bill.

AIDE-MEMOIRE 

An  Aide-Memoire  presented  to  the  Canadian  Embassy  in  Washington  by  the 
Department  of  State  on  February  19  outlines  the  manner  in  which  Canadian  and 
United  States  legislation  aimed  at  establishing  certain  pilotage  requirements 
for  the  navigation  of  the  waters  of  the  Great  Lakes  and  St.  Lawrence  River 
could  be  co-ordinated  if  the  legislative  proposals  contained  in  a  Bill  known 
as  S  3019  are  approved  by  the  United  States  Congress.  In  the  event  that  that 
Bill  does  become  law  in  the  United  States,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Canadian 
Government  to  submit  to  the  Canadian  Parliament  legislative  proposals  which 
would  effect  just  such  a  co-ordinated  pilotage  regime  in  the  Great  Lakes  in  the 
manner  indicated  in  the  United  States  Aide-Memoire.

Speaker's  Statement: 

Re:   The  Budget  Speech — Accommodation  for  Senators 
in  the  Senate  Gallery  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

On  March  17,  1931,  the  then  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  the  Honourable 
P.  E.  Blondin,  issued  and  distributed  to  Honourable  Senators  the  following 
instructions  regarding  the  use  of  the  Senate  Gallery  in  the  House  of  Commons 
on  Budget  night: 

"Upon  the  occasion  of  the  delivery  of  his  Budget  Speech  by  the 
Minister  of  Finance,  none  but  Senators  will  be  admitted  to  the  Senate 
Gallery  of  the  House  of  Commons.  This  step  is  taken  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  accommodation  in  the  Gallery  for  as  many  Senators  as 
possible. 
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In  past  years  many  Senators  have  been  excluded  from  the  Gallery 
upon  similar  occasions  on  account  of  many  of  the  places  being  occupied 
by  relatives  and  friends  of  Senators."

PROTOCOL    AND    EXCHANGE    OF    CORRESPONDENCE 

all  dated  April  18,  1960,  concerning  the 

CANADIAN-U.S.S.R.  TRADE  AGREEMENT 

PROTOCOL 

In  connection  with  the  expiration  of  the  Canadian-Soviet  Trade  Agreement 
concluded  in  Ottawa  on  February  29,  1956,  for  a  period  of  three  years,  the 
Government  of  Canada  and  the  Government  of  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist 
Republics,  desiring  to  expand  and  diversify  further  the  trade  between  the  two 
countries  on  the  basis  of  mutual  advantage,  have  agreed  as  follows: 

1.  With  the  exception  of  Article  IX,  the  Trade  Agreement  between  Can- 
ada and  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics  of  February  29,  1956, 
as  well  as  the  understanding  set  out  in  the  letters  which  the  two 
Parties  exchanged  on  the  same  date  regarding  the  establishment  of 
values  of  goods  for  duty,  are  hereby  extended  for  a  period  of  three 
years  from  the  date  of  signature  of  this  Protocol. 

2.  Each  of  the  two  Governments  hereby  affirms  that  it  will  give  sym- 
pathetic consideration  to  any  representations  which  the  other  Govern- 
ment may  make  in  respect  to  the  implementation  of  this  Protocol  and 
of  other  matters  affecting  their  commercial  relations. 

3.  This  Protocol  shall  be  ratified  by  both  contracting  parties  as  soon  as 
possible  and  shall  enter  into  force  provisionally  on  the  date  of  its 
signature  and  definitively  on  the  date  of  exchange  of  the  instruments 
of  ratification  which  shall  take  place  in  Ottawa.  The  Protocol  shall 
remain  in  force  for  three  years  from  the  date  of  signature.

I  have  the  honour  to  confirm  that  in  pursuance  of  the  desire  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  and  the  Government  of  the  U.S.S.R.  to  expand  and  diversify 
trade  between  our  two  countries,  as  provided  in  the  Protocol  signed  today- 
extending  the  Canadian-Soviet  Trade  Agreement  for  a  further  three-year 
period,  we  have  reached  the  following  understandings: 

1.  The  representatives  of  the  competent  authorities  of  the  two  countries 
will  meet  at  least  once  a  year,  alternately  in  Ottawa  and  Moscow,  to 
consult  concerning  the  implementation  of  our  respective  undertakings 
and  any  other  matters  affecting  Canadian- Soviet  trade  relations. 

2.  It  is  understood  that  as  a  measure  towards  attaining  our  mutual  trade 
objectives  the  competent  authorities  of  the  Government  of  Canada  and 
the  Government  of  the  U.S.S.R.  will  facilitate  visits  for  business 
purposes  between  the  two  countries. 

3.  It  is  further  understood  that  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Trade  of  the 
U.S.S.R.,  in  accordance  with  its  customary  procedures,  will  see  to  it 
that  Soviet  foreign  trade  organizations  each  year  during  the  three-year 
period  from  this  date  purchase  in  Canada,  under  normal  commercial 
conditions,  Canadian  goods  of  their  choice  and  which  may  be  exported 
by  Canada  to  a  total  value  of  25  million  Canadian  dollars,  including 
not  less  than  200,000  tons  of  Canadian  wheat,  provided  the  total  annual 
value  of  Canadian  purchases  from  the  U.S.S.R.  is  not  less  than  12J 
million  Canadian  dollars.  Should  the  total  value  of  Canadian  purchases 
from  the  U.S.S.R.  be  less  than  12^  million  Canadian  dollars  in  any 
one  year,  the  relationship  between  the  value  of  such  Canadian 
purchases  and  the  value  of  those  of  the  Soviet  Union  shall  be  in  the 
ratio  of  1  to  2;  wheat  will  constitute  not  less  than  half  of  the  value  of 
the  annual  Soviet  purchases. 

The  markets  of  Canada  and  the  U.S.S.R.  are  large  and  expanding.  It  is  the 
hope  of  both  Governments  that  there  will  be  a  mutually  advantageous  growth 
in  the  exchange  of  goods  between  Canada  and  the  U.S.S.R.  over  and  above  that 
provided  for  in  point  3  above,  within  the  general  terms  of  the  Canadian- Soviet 
Trade  Agreement.

2.  It  is  understood  that  as  a  measure  towards  attaining  our  mutual  trade 
objectives  the  competent  authorities  of  the  Government  of  the  U.S.S.R. 
and  the  Government  of  Canada  will  facilitate  visits  for  business 
purposes  between  the  two  countries. 

3.  It  is  further  understood  that  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Trade  of  the 
U.S.S.R.,  in  accordance  with  its  customary  procedures,  will  see  to  it 
that  Soviet  foreign  trade  organizations  each  year  during  the  three-

than  12^  million  Canadian  dollars.  Should  the  total  value  of  Canadian 
purchases  from  the  U.S.S.R.  be  less  than  12^  million  Canadian  dollars 
in  any  one  year,  the  relationship  between  the  value  of  such  Canadian 
purchases  and  the  value  of  those  of  the  Soviet  Union  shall  be  in  the 
ratio  of  1  to  2;  wheat  will  constitute  not  less  than  half  of  the  value  of 
the  annual  Soviet  purchases. 

The  markets  of  Canada  and  the  U.S.S.R.  are  large  and  expanding.  It  is  the 
hope  of  both  Governments  that  there  will  be  a  mutually  advantageous  growth 
in  the  exchange  of  goods  between  the  U.S.S.R.  and  Canada  over  and  above  that 
provided  for  in  point  3  above,  within  the  general  terms  of  the  Soviet-Canadian 
Trade  Agreement.

"Visit  to  the  Senate  of  Canadian  Parliament  Members  of  the  Canada- 
United  States  Inter-Parliamentary  Group: 

Mr.  Aiken:  Mr.  President,  the  presence  today,  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  of 
a  considerable  number  of  good  looking  gentlemen  does  not  mean  that  recently 
there  have  been  special  elections  for  the  Senate  in  twenty-four  states.  Instead, 
it  means  that  we  are  privileged,  indeed,  to  welcome  twenty-four  members  of 
the  Canadian  Parliament. 

Mr.  President,  as  Chairman  of  the  Senate  delegation  to  the  third  meeting 
of  the  Canada-United  States  Interparliamentary  Group,  it  gives  me  great 
pleasure  to  welcome  to  the  Senate  and  to  introduce  to  my  colleagues  here  the 
members  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  House  of  Commons  of  the  Canadian  Parlia- 
ment who  are  delegates  to  this  third  meeting. 

This  is  a  great  occasion.  We  have  had  smaller  groups  of  members  of  the 
Canadian  Parliament  in  Washington  during  the  several  planning  meetings 
which  have  led  to  the  formation  of  this  interparliamentary  group.  But  today 
we  are  happy  to  welcome  the  full  twenty-four  members  of  the  Canadian 
delegation. 


I 
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I  would  remind  my  colleagues  that  last  June,  in  connection  with  the 
opening  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway,  the  Canadian  Parliament  welcomed 
twenty-four  members  of  the  U.S.  Congress  to  Montreal  and  to  Ottawa,  for  a 
most  successful  meeting  of  the  group.  On  that  occasion,  the  Canadian  Parlia- 
ment not  only  welcomed  the  twenty-four  members  of  our  Congress  who 
officially  attended  the  dedication  of  the  Seaway  and  the  meetings  in  Ottawa, 
but  also  welcomed  and  royally  entertained  about  twice  as  many  more  members 
of  our  Congress — I  believe  there  were  approximately  seventy  of  us,  in  all — who 
at  that  time  went  to  Canada. 

Our  meetings  here,  today  and  tomorrow,  are  concerned  principally  with 
three  subjects: 

First,  defense  cooperation  and  disarmament. 

Second,  boundary  problems,  such  as  the  development  of  the  Columbia 
River  Basin,  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  waters  of  the  international 
boundary. 

Third,  economic  problems  which  are  common  to  both  countries,  such  as 
our  relations  with  the  European  Common  Market. 

On  Saturday  and  Sunday,  as  many  of  the  members  of  the  group  as  pos- 
sible will  visit  the  Strategic  Air  Command  Base  in  Nebraska  and  the  Joint 
Canada-United   States   Air   Defence   Command   in   Colorado. 

They  will  be  accompanied  by  as  many  of  our  own  legislative  body  as  can 
find  it  possible  to  attend. 

Mr.  President,  I  have  one  concern:  I  worry  a  great  deal  that  members 
of  our  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  will  not  be  able  to  match  the 
splendid  hospitality  and  the  friendliness  with  which  we  were  received  last 
summer  in  Canada.  I  can  only  say  that  we  shall  do  our  best.  We  are  doing  very 
well  so  far,  insofar  as  the  weather  is  concerned:  and  we  hope  this  beautiful 
weather  will  last  while  our  visitors  are  with  us.

Mr.  President,  I  join  all  my  colleagues  in  welcoming  to  the  Senate  these 
distinguished  visitors. 

(prolonged  applause — Senators  rising) 

Mr.  Mansfield.  Mr.  President,  will  the  Senator  from  Vermont  yield  to  me? 

Mr.  Aiken.  I  yield. 

Mr.  Mansfield.  I  should  like  to  join  my  distinguished  colleague,  the  senior 
senator  from  Vermont  (Mr.  Aiken),  the  Chairman  of  the  U.S.  Senate  Section 
of  the  Joint  United  States-Canadian  group,  in  extending  our  warmest  welcome 
to  the  distinguished  Members  of  the  Canadian  Parliament  who  are  honouring  us 
today  by  their  visit  here. 

Mr.  President,  this  morning  we  were  honoured  to  have  the  Secretary  of 
State  extend  greetings  to  the  joint  committee,  at  the  opening  of  the  first 
session. 

I  should  like  to  join  in  extending  greetings  to  the  distinguished  members 
of  the  Canadian  parliamentary  delegation  who  honour  our  nation  and  the 
Senate  by  this  visit.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  and  a  great  privilege  to  have  them 
call  on  us. 

Let  me  say  that  for  too  many  years  we  have  had  a  paradox  in  the  re- 
lations between  the  people  of  the  United  States  and  the  people  of  Canada. 
Between  us  there  has  been  no  significant  geographic  or  political  barrier.  Be- 
tween us  there  has  been  no  significant  cultural  or  linguistic  barrier.  On  the 
contrary,  in  all  these  basic  matters,  the  two  nations  are  in  every  sense  neigh- 
bours and  very  close  neighbours.  In  spite  of  this,  our  knowledge  of  each  other 
as  people,  our  awareness  of  each  other's  human  hopes,  human  interests,  and 
human  problems  has  been  remarkably  limited.  In  short,  we  have  been  close  in 
the  abstract,  but  rather  distant  in  the  specifics. 

I  do  not  think  the  people  of  the  United  States  have  wanted  it  that  way. 
I  do  not  think  the  people  of  Canada  have  wanted  it  that  way.  It  has  been 
one  of  those  things  which  just  happens  without  anyone  knowing  quite  why 
it  happens. 

I  believe  that  this  paradox  may  now  be  drawing  to  an  end.  I  believe  that 
those  of  us  who,  as  representatives,  are  closest  to  our  respective  peoples,  can 
do  much  to  bring  it  to  an  end.  We  can  do  so  by  not  only  reaffirming,  in  these 
binational  meetings,  our  obvious  but  abstract  closeness,  but  also  by  trying  to 
bring  about  a  similar  closeness  in  the  specifics. 

Once  again,  I  join  in  bidding  you  a  warm  welcome.  I  hope  your  stay 
among  us  will  be  pleasant,  and  that  the  deliberations  of  the  interparliamentary 
group   will  be   most   fruitful. 

Mr.  Dirksen.  Mr.  President,  will  the  distinguished  Senator  from  Vermont 
indulge  me  for  a  moment? 
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Mr.  Aiken.  I  certainly  am  very  happy  to  yield  to  the  distinguished  minority 
leader,  inasmuch  as  I  am  occupying  his  seat  at  the  present  time. 

Mr.  DiRKSEN.  I  fully  concur  in  and  associate  myself  with  the  sentiments 
expressed  by  the  acting  majority  leader  (Mr.  Mansfield).  I  emphasize  to  our 
visitors  that  it  is  always  a  delight  and  always  a  pleasure  to  have  you  come. 
We  have  the  identity  of  common  traditions  and  common  language  which  make 
it  easy  for  us  to  understand  each  other. 

I  doubt  whether  there  exists  a  paradox  in  what  my  distinguished  friend 
from  Montana  has  indicated,  namely,  that  we  have  not  come  together  more 
frequently.  I  think  that  fact  comes  about  as  a  result  of  the  deep  trust  and 
confidence  that  we  have  in  you  and  that  you  have  in  us,  and  out  of  it  there 
comes  a  singular  affection  which  requires  no  cementing  in  order  to  keep  the 
felicity  and  the  fire  of  friendship  alive  from  year  to  year  and  from  generation 
to  generation. 

What  a  happy  thought  it  is,  while  the  boundaries  between  the  countries 
in  other  sections  of  the  world  are  mounted  with  patrols  and  there  is  consterna- 
tion and  anxiety,  that  no  patrols,  no  impediments,  no  difficulties  stand  in  the 
way  of  the  boundaries  that  separate  us,  because  those  boundaries  are  fairly 
invisible. 

I  think  it  is  a  testimony  to  the  understanding  that  we  have  mutually,  you 
of  us  and  we  of  you;  and  I  am  confident,  on  the  basis  of  what  the  past  has 
indicated,  that  it  will  always  be  that  way. 

So  let  me  join  with  my  distinguished  colleague  from  Vermont  in  extending 
to  you  the  hand  of  fellowship,  and  to  utter  the  hope,  in  line  with  the  sentiment 
expressed  by  the  acting  majority  leader,  that  there  will  come  about  a  greater 
interplay,  a  greater  and  more  felicitous  relationship,  as  time  goes  on;  that  more 
of  our  people  will  go  across  the  boundary,  and  more  of  your  people  will  come 
here,  so  that  we  can  say  in  truth  and  in  fact  that  there  is  indeed  a  durable 
and  abiding  and  integrated  friendship  that  shall  last  forever. 

So,   gentlemen,   welcome  to  this  parliamentary  sanctum. 

Mr.  Keating.  Mr.  President,  will  the  distinguished  Senator  from  Vermont 
yield? 

Mr.  Aiken.  I  yield  to  the  Senator  from  New  York. 

Mr.  Keating.  As  a  very  close  neighbour  of  Canada,  I  wish  to  join  in  this 
tribute  which  has  been  paid,  and  the  warm  welcome  which  we  are  extending 
to   our  brethren  from   Canada. 

My  home  is  in  Rochester,  N.Y.,  and  for  many  years  it  has  been  said 
that  from  the  harbour  in  Rochester  one  cannot  see  Canada,  but,  for  some 
reason,  from  the  Canadian  side,  one  can  see  Rochester.  I  do  not  know  why  it 
is,  unless  our  brethren  from  Canada  have  greater  perception.  But,  at  least, 
that    story    is    told. 

In  any  case,  we  are  neighbours,  and  visit  frequently  back  and  forth.  We 
have  fine  rivalry  in  yachting,  where  sometimes  we  have  gotten  the  short  end 
of  the  stick. 

The  University  of  Rochester,  of  which  I  have  the  honor  to  be  a  graduate, 
has  established  a  special  program  for  Canadian  studies,  with  which  many  of 
you  may  be  familiar.  I  hope  this  pioneering  venture  will  stimulate  other 
institutions  to  establish  courses  and  studies  on  Canada  and  on  Canadian- 
American  relations. 

The  institution  of  the  Canada-United  States  Interparliamentary  Group, 
linking  legislators  from  the  two  countries,  is  certainly  a  fine  step  in  the  right 
direction  in  bringing  our  two  countries  closer  together.  We  do  have  many  prob- 
lems, and  this  is  a  fine  opportunity  for  an  interchange  of  views  on  those 
problems,  in  which  I  am  happy  to  be  a  participant. 
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Finally,  I  want  to  say  to  our  friends  from  Canada  that  we  who  serve  here, 
and  many  of  us  who  served  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  are  very  proud 
of  the  representative  of  our  country  in  your  country,  the  Honorable  Richard 
B.  Wigglesworth,  who  served  with  great  distinction  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States.  I  know,  from  talking  to  my  Canadian  friends,  he  has  done  a 
fine  job  there. 

Ambassador  Wigglesworth  understands  your  problems  and  aspirations.  He 
loves  your  people.  He  is  fully  cognizant  of  the  interdependence  of  the  two 
countries.  I  know  he  will  continue  to  serve  us  in  noble  fashion  in  your  country. 
I  hope  he  will  be  as  popular  with  you  as  he  was  with  us. 

It  is  wonderful  to  have  you  with  us,  and  we  hope  you  will  soon  be  back 
again. 

Mr.  Morse.  Mr.  President,  will  the  Senator  yield? 

Mr.  Aiken.  I  yield  to  the  Senator  from  Oregon. 

Mr.  Morse.  As  a  member  of  the  Foreign  Relations  Committee  of  the 
Senate  and  as  a  member  of  the  Subcommittee  of  United  States-Canadian 
Affairs.  I  wish  to  join  in  this  Senate  welcome  to  our  Canadian  colleagues.  I 
say  'Colleagues'  Mr.  President,  because  we  are  engaged  in  a  joint  enterprise, 
it  seems  to  me,  at  all  times,  connected  with  our  common  heritage. 

I  want  to  comment  briefly  upon  that  common  heritage,  because  the 
Government  of  Canada  and  the  Government  of  the  United  States  inherited  the 
same  system  for  protecting  individual  rights,  to  which  we  are  dedicated, 
namely  the  Anglo-Saxon  system  of  justice.  That  is  the  system  of  government 
by  law  I  speak  of  when  I  refer  to  protecting  the  freedom  of  individuals,  and 
the  perpetuation  of  individual  rights. 

I  know  I  do  not  need  to  say  this  to  our  Canadian  friends,  but  I  think  it 
must  be  reiterated  time  and  time  again  in  our  two  countries  that  freedom 
for  the  individual,  including  civil  liberties,  would  not  be  in  existence  in  our 
countries  had  we  not  inherited  the  Anglo-Saxon  system  of  justice.  Our  mutual 
system  of  jurisprudence  is  based  upon  fair  procedures  for  settling  disputes 
among  litigants.  It  is  based  upon  a  legal  truism  that  the  substantive  legal  rights 
of  the  citizens  of  our  two  countries  can  never  be  any  better  than  their 
procedural  rights. 

I  would  have  you  remember,  as  you  participate  with  us  as  colleagues  in 
these  interparliamentary  conferences,  that  we  have  a  dedicated  duty  to  carrj^ 
that  idea  of  justice  to  the  rest  of  the  world.  After  all,  it  is  the  British  Common- 
wealth of  Nations  and  the  United  States  along  with  the  other  nations  in  the 
free  segment  of  the  world  that  have  in  our  time,  a  great  moral  duty  to  further 
the  cause  of  winning  the  peace  through  a  system  of  internal  justice  by  fair 
procedures  of  international  law.  I  think  our  generation  offers  the  only  time 
mankind  will  ever  have  that  opportunity,  because  if  we  fail  in  our  time,  I  think 
it  is  going  to  be  the  end  of  civilization  as  we  know  it  in  our  countries.  We  have 
this  dedicated  duty  to  extend  the  basic  principles  of  Anglo-Saxon  justice  to 
international  justice. 

We  have  a  duty  as  I  see  it,  before  it  is  too  late,  to  join  in  trying  to  establish 
a  system  of  international  justice  through  law,  enforced  by  procedures  through 
such  an  organization  as  the  United  Nations,  for  the  settlement  of  disputes  which 
threaten  the  peace  of  the  world.  If  our  two  parliaments,  acting  together,  can 
advance  in  the  slightest  degree  the  cause  of  a  needed  system  of  international 
justice  through  law,  then  our  meetings,  in  my  judgement,  will  truly  be  historic 
and  we  shall  make  a  great  contribution  to  the  peace  of  the  world. 

The  Vice  President.  The  Chair  wishes  to  say  it  is  the  custom  of  the  Senate 
that  the  Presiding  Officer  is  allowed  to  speak  only  when  he  makes  a  ruling 
or  breaks  a  tie  vote.  In  the  past  7  years  there  have  been  only  seven  occasions 
when  I  have  been  able  to  break  a  tie  vote. 
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One  exception  to  the  rule  regarding  the  Presiding  Officer  speaking  is 
when  there  are  distinguished  visitors  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  as  there  are 
today. 

I  know  there  is  little  which  can  be  added  to  the  eloquent  statements  made 
on  both  sides  of  the  aisle,  but  I  should  like  to  say  that  as  we  consider  the  good 
fortune  of  our  own  country  during  the  time  of  our  existence,  and  as  we  con- 
sider our  economic  progress  and  our  strength  today,  all  Americans  should  be 
reminded  from  time  to  time,  as  your  visit  reminds  us,  that  this  has  been  to  a 
great  extent  made  possible  because  we  have  had  throughout  our  history  a 
friendly  neighbor  along  3,000  miles  of  our  border.  We  have  often  thought  what 
would  have  been  the  case  had  we  not  had  a  friendly  neighbor.  The  United 
States  would  have  had  to  mxaintain  military  forces  along  our  northern  border, 
as  would  have  Canada,  of  course,  with  the  result  that  neither  country  could 
have  reached  the  economic  position  we  both  enjoy  today. 

This  is  for  us  a  very  historic  occasion.  It  is  a  historic  occasion  for  the 
Senate  and  for  me  personally  to  be  allowed  to  speak  on  an  occasion  in  the 
Senate.   (Applause.)".

I  have  a  correction  to  make  to  the  letter  which  I  wrote  to  you  on  October 
16th,  concerning  the  approval  by  Quebec  of  an  amendment  to  the  British  North 
America  Act  providing  for  com.pulsory  retirement  of  judges  of  the  superior, 
district  and  county  courts  in  each  province  upon  reaching  the  age  of  75. 

As  you  noted  in  your  letter  of  August  19th,  1959  to  the  late  Honourable  Mr. 
Duplessis,  the  amendment  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  concerns  only  the  judges 
of  superior  courts  and  of  court  of  Queen's  Bench  because  there  are  no  judges 
of  county  and  district  courts  who  are  appointed  by  the  Federal  Government. 
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I  wrote  to  you  on  October  16th  conveying  my  opinion  that  such  an  approval 
should  be  given  by  the  legislature  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  and  that  at  the 
beginning  of  next  session  of  the  Quebec  Legislature,  a  bill  will  be  submitted 
approving  such  an  amendment  and  that  as  soon  as  this  bill  will  have  been 
adopted  by  the  Legislature  and  sanctioned  by  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the 
Province,  I  will  immediately  inform  you. 

I  do  not  believe  that  such  an  approval  should  take  the  form  of  a  bill.  In- 
stead of  having  a  bill,  the  Quebec  Legislature  which  is  composed,  as  you  know, 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  and  the  Legislative  Council  will  be  asked  by  the 
Government  to  vote  an  address  expressing  its  approval  of  such  an  amendment.

With  reference  to  the  retirement  of  Judges  at  the  age  of  seventy-five  years. 
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CANADIAN  BAR  ASSOCIATION 
OFFICE  OF  THE  SECRETARY- TREASURER 

WHEREAS  prior  to  1920  the  Government  of  Canada  might  grant  to  a 
judge  of  any  Superior  Court  who  resigned  his  office  a  pension  equal  to  his 
salary,  if  (1)  he  were  seventy-five  years  of  age  and  had  served  twenty  years, 
or  (2)  were  seventy  years  of  age  and  had  served  twenty-five  years,  or  (3) 
had  served  thirty  years: 

AND  WHEREAS  in  1920  on  the  increase  in  the  salaries  of  judges  this 
provision  was  repealed  except  as  to  any  judge  appointed  prior  thereto,  and 
his  pension  was  limited  to  the  former  salary  attached  to  his  office: 

AND  WHEREAS  a  judge  of  the  Superior  Courts  in  the  Provinces  appointed 
since  1919  may  retire  after  fifteen  years'  service,  or  when  he  becomes  afflicted 
with  some  permanent  infirmity,  and  receive  a  pension  of  two-thirds  of  the 
salary  attached  to  his  office  only  providing  it  is  in  the  public  interest  that  he 
should  retire: 

AND  WHEREAS  a  judge  of  the  County  Court  has  for  many  years  generally 
been  compulsorily  retired  at  the  age  of  seventy-five  on  pension  equal  to  his 
full  salary: 

AND  WHEREAS  since  1927  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  and  Exchequer 
Courts  are  compulsorily  retired  on  reaching  seventy-five  years  of  age  on  full 
salary: 

AND  WHEREAS  it  is  considered  that,  as  Parliament  has  declared,  in 
the  interests  of  the  best  administration  of  justice,  a  judge  should  generally 
retire  when  reaching  the  age  of  seventy-five  years,  and  that  the  effect  of  the 
1920  legislation  as  to  pensions,  now  apparent,  is  prejudicial  to  the  efficient  and 
best  administration  of  justice,  and  to  the  work  of  the  Superior  Courts  of  the 
Provinces,  and  to  the  interests  of  the  judges  thereof,  alike  those  appointed 
before  and  since  that  date,  and  that  the  provision  as  to  pensions  prior  to 
1920  should  be  restored: 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  this  Council  respectfully  urge  upon 
the  Minister  of  Justice  the  favorable  consideration  of  this  subject,  and  the 
introduction  and  enactment  of  legislation  at  the  present  session  of  Parliament 
to  give  effect  to  the  above  conclusion.

As  Chairman  of  the  Canadian  Bar  Association's  Committee  on  the  Ad- 
ministration of  Civil  Justice  it  has  fallen  to  me  to  prepare  a  report  for  the 
Committee  on,  among  other  subjects,  the  superannuation  of  judges  and  their 
compulsory  retirement.

If  it  would  not  be  too  much 
trouble  I  should  be  ever  so  much  obliged  if  you  would  look  over  the  memo- 
randum and  the  draft  Bill  to  see  whether  either  contains  any  glaring  errors 
which  should  be  corrected.

MEMORANDUM 

RETIREMENT  OF  SUPERIOR  COURT  JUDGES 
AFTER  LONG  SERVICE 

1.  Before  1919  the  salaries  of  puisne  judges  of  all  the  superior  courts  as 
fixed  by  the  Judges  Act  were  $7,000  annually  and  those  of  chief  justices 
$8,000.  A  judge  had  after  fifteen  years  service  what  was  in  effect,  although 
not  in  terms,  a  right  to  retire  on  an  annuity  equal  to  two-thirds  of  his  salary. 
He  was  also  entitled  after  thirty  years  service  to  retire  on  an  annuity  equal 
to  his  salary  no  matter  what  age  he  had  then  attained,  and  a  like  right  accrued 
to  him  after  twenty-five  years  service  if  he  had  reached  the  age  of  seventy 
and  a  like  right  after  only  twenty  years  service  if  he  had  reached  the  age  of 
seventy-five.   There  was  no  provision  for  compulsory  retirement. 

2.  Author's  comment:  ''Included  in  error.  Please  disregard." 

3.  In  1919  the  salaries  of  superior  court  judges  were  increased  by  $2,000, 
but  in  that  year  and  in  1920  other  provisions  were  made  which  had  the  effect 
of  depriving  any  judge  appointed  after  1920  from  retiring  in  any  circumstances 
on  an  annuity  equal  to  his  salary,  preventing  the  increase  of  1919  being  taken 
into  account  in  determining  the  full  salary  annuity  to  which  judges  appointed 
before  1920  continued  to  have  a  right,  and  forbidding  the  grant  of  a  two-thirds 
annuity  to  any  judge  unless  the  Governor  in  Council  was  "of  opinion  that  it  is 
in  the  public  interest  that  such  judge  should  resign  his  office". 

4.  In  1927  the  Judges  Act  was  amended  so  as  to  compel  a  judge's  retire- 
ment from  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  Exchequer  Court  immediately  upon 
his  attaining  the  age  of  seventy-five  years,  and  in  1930  a  further  amendment 
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was  made  removing  an  obvious  injustice  in  the  application  of  this  provision 
to  the  annuity  grantable  to  any  judge  of  either  of  these  courts  who  had  been 
appointed  before  the  coming  into  force  of  the  statute  of  1927  and  was  affected 
by  it. 

5.  When  the  1927  statute  was  under  consideration  in  Parliament  there  was 
some  discussion  of  the  propriety  of  applying  the  rule  as  to  compulsory  retire- 
ment at  seventy-five  to  judges  of  the  superior  courts  of  the  provinces,  but  this 
step  was  not  taken.  The  apparent  reason  for  not  applying  it  was  a  doubt 
whether  to  do  so  could  be  considered  constitutional  having  regard  to  the  pro- 
visions of  section  99  of  the  B.N.A.  Act  which  provides  that  "the  judges  of  the 
superior  courts  shall  hold  office  during  good  behaviour,  but  shall  be  removable 
by  the  Governor  General  on  address  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons". 

6.  The  result  of  the  successive  amendments  to  the  Judges  Act  has  been 
to  prevent  the  retirement  from  the  provincial  superior  courts  of  judges  who 
might  otherwise  have  retired  on  adequate  annuities.  It  has  also  led  to  the 
return  to  practice  of  retired  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  and,  at 
least  on  one  occasion,  to  the  presence  on  the  Bench  of  that  Court  as  an  ad  hoc 
judge  of  a  member  of  a  provincial  Bench  considerably  senior  in  point  of  years 
to  former  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  who  had  retired  but  were  still  hale 
and  active.  None  of  these  results  are  conducive  to  the  efficient  administration 
of  justice  and  were  no  doubt  far  from  having  been  in  the  contemplation  of 
Parliament  when  the  statutory  amendments  were  made  in  1919,  1920  and 
1927. 

7.  Even  if  it  be  assumed  that  it  is  presently  out  of  the  question  to  hope  for 
a  general  increase  in  the  scale  of  judicial  remuneration,  it  is  clear  that  the 
provisions  relating  to  retirement  after  long  service  are  urgently  in  need  of 
revision.  In  any  revision  of  them  there  appear  to  be  two  points  of  great  and 
equal  importance  to  be  taken  into  consideration.  One  of  these  is  that  no  obstacle 
should  be  placed  in  the  way  of  the  voluntary  retirement  of  a  judge  of  ripe  age 
and  long  service  who  desires  to  relieve  himself  of  the  pressure  of  work,  and 
the  other  is  that  the  wisdom  and  experience  of  such  a  judge  should  remain 
available  for  the  public  service  while  he  continues  capable  and  desirous  of 
rendering  any  and  is  in  receipt  of  an  adequate  annuity.  There  is,  of  course,  a 
close  connection  between  this  latter  point  and  the  desirability  of  avoiding  a 
return  to  practice  of  judges  who  have  retired  for  reasons  other  than  such 
permanent  infirmities  as  disable  them  from  the  execution  of  judicial  office. 

8.  All  these  objects  would  be  attained  by  a  statute  directed  to  (1)  re- 
pealing the  provisions  of  1920  whereby  judges  appointed  after  its  date  were 
deprived  of  their  right  after  long  service  to  retire  on  annuities  equal  to  their 
salaries,  (2)  providing  for  the  retirement  on  full  annuities  of  judges  appointed 
after  1920  who  have  continued  to  serve  for  twenty  years  or  more,  and  (3) 
imposing  an  obligation  on  judges  to  retire  on  annuities  equal  to  their  salaries 
to  remain  available  for  judicial  duty  when  circumstances  require.  This  last 
provision  would,  of  course,  render  necessary  a  prohibition  against  the  under- 
taking of  other  activities. 

9.  The  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  Association  submit  to 
the  Government  that  it  would  be  in  the  public  interest  as  conducing  to  the 
better  administration  of  justice  if  amending  legislation  in  some  such  terms  as 
the  attached  draft  were  enacted. 

10.  Speaking  generally,  the  draft  makes  no  change  in  the  present  pro- 
visions relating  to  retirement  for  permanent  infirmity.  It  follows  as  closely  as 
possible  the  pre- 191 9  provisions  with  respect  to  the  full  annuities  payable  to 
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judges  who  retire  after  long  service,  but  contains  a  new  provision  limiting  the 
post-retirement  activities  of  such  judges  to  activities  which  they  might  have 
undertaken  before  retirement. 

11.  The  draft  has  a  special  provision  applying  to  judges  of  the  Supreme 
and  Exchequer  Courts.  It  proposes  to  retain  judges  of  these  Courts  who  retire 
on  full  annuities  as  supernumerary  members  of  the  Court  of  which  they  were 
members  so  that  advantage  may  be  taken  of  their  experience  and  ripe  judgment 
at  the  request  of  the  Chief  Justice  or  President  as  the  case  may  be.  Thus 
judges  of  these  Courts  would  not  by  retirement  forfeit  their  status  as  judges, 
and,  subject  to  the  Chief  Justiceship  or  Presidency,  their  precedence  would 
remain  unaffected.  The  draft  does  not  make  a  like  rule  immediately  applicable 
to  the  judges  of  the  superior  courts  of  the  provinces  since  to  increase  the 
number  of  judges  constituting  any  such  court,  provincial  legislation  is  neces- 
sary under  the  B.N.A.  Act.  The  draft,  however,  contemplates  that  some  or  all 
of  the  provinces  will  pass  legislation  directed  to  applying  the  same  principles 
to  their  respective  Courts. 

12.  On  the  point  of  compulsory  retirement  the  draft  leaves  unchanged 
the  present  legislation  which  compels  the  retirement  at  seventy-five  of  judges 
of  the  Supreme  and  Exchequer  Courts.  It  does  not,  however,  propose  the 
application  of  any  similar  rule  to  the  judges  of  the  superior  courts  of  the  prov- 
inces and  so  avoids  any  possible  contravention  of  section  99  of  the  B.N.A. 
Act.  If,  however,  as  may  be  expected,  provincial  legislation  dealing  with  the 
constitution  of  the  superior  courts  fixes  the  number  of  judges  of  each  court 
at  so  many  "who  have  not  attained  the  age  of  seventy-five  years",  a  fresh 
appointment  of  a  younger  man  might  be  made  upon  any  judge  attaining  that 
age.  The  facts  that  a  judge  by  attaining  that  age  automatically  creates  a 
vacancy  and  that  he  will  by  retirement  normally  leave  unaffected  both  his 
status  and  his  remuneration,  while  at  the  same  time  he  will  relieve  himself 
of  the  daily  grind  of  judicial  duty,  should  in  combination  ensure  all  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  provision  for  compulsory  retirement  without  resort  to  any 
possibly  unconstitutional  course.

Dear  Mr.  Garson: 

Some  years  ago  this  Association  passed  a  resolution  about  the  retirement 
of  judges  at  75.  Enquiries  have  been  made  of  me  regarding  the  disposition  of 
the  resolution.  It  has  also  been  suggested  to  me  that  the  Judges  Act  is  to  be 
amended  at  this  Session  of  Parliament  to  make  provision  for  the  appointment 
of  an  additional  judge  for  British  Columbia.  If  that  is  done  I  suggest  that  you 
consider  a  provision  for  voluntary  retirement  of  judges  on  full  pay  after  reach- 
ing the  age  of  75  years  providing  that  they  have  had  a  minimum  of  ten  years 
service. 

I  presume  that  it  would  require  an  amendment  to  the  British  North 
America  Act  to  provide  for  compulsory  retirement  other  than  Supreme  Court 
of  Canada  and  County  and  District  Court.  I  would  be  inclined  to  think  that 
most  judges  would  retire  voluntarily  if  they  were  permitted  to  do  so  on  full 
pay  at  the  age  of  75. 

I  trust  that  the  foregoing  proposal  will  be  given  favourable  consideration.

Retirement  of  Judges  at  75 

My  dear  Mr.  Minister: 

The  enclosed  resolution  asking  the  Government  of  Canada  to  take  such 
steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  about  the  retirement  of  Judges  at  the  age 
of  75  years  was  passed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Bar  Association 
on  September  12,  1953. 

It  was  presented  to  you  by  my  immediate  predecessor  in  office,  Mr.  John 
A.  MacAulay,  and  Mr.  MacAulay  advises  me  that  you  suggested  to  him  that  our 
Association  should  suggest  to  the  provincial  Attorneys  General  that  they  might 
have  their  governments  and  legislatures  co-operate  with  the  Government  of 
Canada  in  taking  such  steps  as  might  be  necessary  to  bring  about  the  retirement 
of  judges  at  the  age  of  seventy-five.  You  also  pointed  out  that  an  amendment 
to  the  British  North  America  Act  would  be  required. 

Our  provincial  vice-presidents  have  now  been  in  touch  with  the  Attorneys 
General  of  their  respective  provinces  with  the  following  result: 

1.  The  Attorneys  General  of  the  Provinces  of  British  Columbia,  Alberta, 
Ontario,  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island  have  ad- 
vised us  that  their  governments  would  approve  of  the  necessary  amendment 
to  the  British  North  America  Act. 

2.  The  Attorney  General  of  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan  has  advised  us  that 
he  considers  the  proper  way  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernments on  this  matter  is  by  the  Minister  of  Justice  approaching  each 
province  directly. 

3.  No  definite  answer  has  been  received  from  the  Attorneys  General  of  the 
Provinces  of  Manitoba  and  Newfoundland. 

4.  The  Premier  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  has  advised  that  his  Government 
will  not  approve  the  necessary  amendment. 

This  subject  was  again  considered  at  the  Mid- Winter  Meeting  of  the  Council 
of  the  Canadian  Bar  Association  last  week  and  I  was  instructed  to  report  to 
you  upon  the  result  of  our  inquiries  and  to  urge  upon  you  that  action  should 
be  taken  to  bring  about  the  retirement  of  Judges  at  the  age  of  75  years. 

I  have  found  that  the  members  of  the  Association  all  across  Canada  con- 
sider that  this  matter  is  an  urgent  one  and  that,  in  the  interests  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  justice,  action  is  required  thereon. 

I  would  bespeak  your  early  consideration  of  the  earlier  and  continuing 
recommendation  of  the  Canadian  Bar  Association.

It  was  evident  early  in  the  sittings  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  hear 
all  those  who  wished  to  make  oral  presentations,  or  to  enter  into  a  detailed 
examination  and  consideration  of  the  Indian  Act  and  to  suggest  amendments 
thereto.  However,  from  evidence  which  has  been  given  before  your  Com- 
mittee, it  is  apparent  that  one  provision  of  the  Act,  the  compulsory  enfran- 
chisement feature  of  Section  112,  is  opposed  by  virtually  all  the  Indians  and 
many  non-Indians.  It  has  created  a  barrier  of  distrust  of  all  efforts  designed 
to  encourage  the  Indians  to  improve  their  position  and  assure  more  control 
over  their  own  affairs. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  removal  of  this  barrier  will  go  a  long  way 
in  convincing  the  Indians  of  the  genuine  desire  of  Parliament  and  the  Govern- 
ment to  further  their  advancement  on  the  basis  of  mutual  co-operation  and 
trust  and  is  of  the  opinion  that  its  early  removal  is  most  desirable.  In  these 
circumstances,  while  the  general  study  of  enfranchisement  of  Indians  must  be 
left  for  further  consideration,  your  Committee  unanimously  recommends  that 
at  the  first  opportunity  the  Government  introduce  legislation  to  remove  the 
compulsory  enfranchisement  provision  from  the  Indian  Act. 

Your  Committee  unanimously  recommends  further  that  immediately  after 
Parliament  reassembles  next  session,  a  similar  Committee  be  reconstituted  to 
continue  and  complete  the  hearing  of  representatives  of  Indian  and  other 
organizations,  departmental  officials,  and  also  review  the  Indian  Act. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  all  those  representa- 
tives of  Indian  bands,  Indian  organizations,  provincial  governments,  church 
authorities  and  other  organizations  and  groups  for  their  valuable  contribu- 
tion to  the  deliberations  of  the  Committee  and  also  for  the  information  and 
assistance  tendered  by  the  Minister,  the  Honourable  Ellen  Fairclough,  Super- 
intendent General  of  Indian  Affairs,  the  Director  of  Indian  Affairs,  the  Director 
of  Indian  and  Northern  Health  Services,  and  other  departmental  officials. 
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A   copy    of   the    Committee's   Minutes    of   Proceedings    and   Evidence    is 
appended.

SPEAKER'S  RULING: 

"Honourable  Senators,  on  Thursday  last,  July  7th,  the  debate  was  resumed 
on  the  main  resolution  introduced  by  the  Leader  of  the  Government  (Honour- 
able Senator  Aseltine)  for  a  humble  Address  to  be  presented  to  Her  Majesty 
the  Queen,  in  terms  which  I  understand  are  familiar  to  Honourable  Senators. 
During  the  course  of  that  debate  the  Honourable  Senator  Farris  moved, 
seconded  by  the  Honourable  Senator  Bouffard,  as  follows: 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Senate  recommends  to  the  Government  of 
Canada  that  pursuant  to  its  powers  the  following  questions  be  submitted 
to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  at  its  next  sitting. 

One:  Has  the  Parliament  of  Canada  jurisdiction  to  determine  the 
age  limit  of  county  and  district  court  judges? 

Two:  Has  the  Parliament  of  Canada  under  the  provisions  of  class 
1  of  section  91  of  the  British  North  America  Act  the  power  to  amend  the 
Constitution  to  give  to  the  Parliament  of  Canada  the  jurisdiction  to 
repeal,  amend  or  modify  section  99  of  the  British  North  America  Act  to 
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give  to  the  Parliament  of  Canada  power  to  determine  the  age  at  which 
judges  of  the  superior  courts  presently  existing  or  hereafter  appointed 
shall  retire? 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  pending  action  by  the  Government  on 
the  foregoing  suggestions,  no  further  action  be  taken  by  the  Senate  on 
the  motion  now  under  consideration. 
Honourable  Senators,   I  would  emphasize  the  words   'pending  action  by  the 
Government'. 

At  that  time  I  indicated  very  clearly  that  my  first  impression  was  that  the 
motion  was  not  a  proper  or  valid  amending  motion.  Further  study  of  the  motion 
has  reaffirmed  that  opinion,  and  I  think  the  following  reasons  will  convince 
Honourable  Senators  that  my  first  impression — and  I  gather  it  was  your  im- 
pression too — was  the  right  one.  This  is  a  matter  of  considerable  importance, 
and  I  have  considered  it  very  carefully. 

The  motion  now  under  consideration  is,  in  the  apt  words  of  Sir  John 
Bourinot,  of  a  dilatory  character  in  that  it  provides  in  its  final  paragraph  that 
'pending  action  by  the  Government  on  the  foregoing  suggestions',  namely,  to 
submit  certain  questions  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  no  further  action 
be  taken  by  the  Senate  on  the  motion  now  being  considered  by  the  Senate. 

Honourable  Senators,  the  governing  provision  in  the  Rules  of  the  Senate 
of  Canada  is  Rule  44,  which  reads  as  follows: 

'When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  is  received,  unless  to 
amend  it;  to  commit  it;  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  day;  for  the  previous 
question;  for  reading  the  Orders  of  the  Day,  or  for  the  adjournment  of 
the  Senate.' 
That  is  the  framework  or  the  scope  of  an  amendment  in  the  Senate. 

I  have  examined  the  motion  in  the  light  of  the  provision  in  question,  to 
determine  whether  or  not  it  falls  within  the  list  of  permissible  motions  in 
the  present  circumstances.  In  the  first  place,  as  I  indicated  the  other  day,  I 
do  not  consider  that  this  is  by  any  stretch  of  the  imagination  a  motion  to  amend 
the  main  resolution,  namely,  to  alter  its  substance,  to  change  or  otherwise 
modify  its  wording  in  any  way,  but  that,  rather,  it  is  clearly  a  dilatory  motion — 
that  is,  one  which  is  designed  to  delay  the  passage  of  the  main  resolution.  As 
I  see  it,  the  only  basis  upon  which  this  motion  would  be  acceptable  is  on  the 
ground  that  it  is  a  postponing  motion.  However,  the  Rules  of  the  Senate  are 
clear  and  concise,  and  to  the  effect  that  the  only  motion  of  this  character  which 
is  permissible  is  one  which  postpones  consideration  'to  a  certain  day'. 

Honourable  Senators  will  recall  that  the  so-called  motion  to  amend  was 
for  the  purpose  of  putting  off  or  postponing  the  debate  until,  first,  the  Govern- 
ment had  decided  to  follow  the  suggestion  made  and,  secondly,  that  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Canada  had  rendered  its  decision  on  the  reference  which 
the  Government  may  decide  to  make.  Therefore,  there  was  no  postponement  of 
a  motion  to  'a  certain  day'. 

The  contingencies  provided  for  in  the  so-called  amending  motion  under 
consideration  are,  as  I  see  it,  such  as  to  preclude  any  possibility  of  certainty 
as  to  the  day  to  which  consideration  of  the  main  resolution  would  be  postponed. 

Some  Honourable  Senators  have  mentioned  the  so-called  'six  months  hoist', 
and  on  reflection  and  further  study  I  agree  that  in  respect  of  Bills  it  is  an 
acceptable  amendment.  On  the  other  hand,  I  must  remind  Honourable  Senators 
that  the  'six  months  hoist',  as  its  colloquial  name  implies,  would  defer  con- 
sideration of  any  Bill  under  consideration  to  a  day  'six  months  hence'.  It  is 
true  that  the  practical  effect  of  the  so-called  'six  months  hoist',  if  carried,  is 
to  kill  the  Bill.  Therefore,  in  my  opinion  any  similar  proposition  would  like- 
wise have  the  effect  of  killing  the  resolution  moved  by  the  Honourable  the 
Lreader  of  the  Government,  the  Honourable  Senator  Aseltine. 
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In  view  of  what  I  have  said,  I  feel  impelled  to  rule  the  amendment  out 
of  order,  and  I  so  rule."

Second  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  of  the  Senate  on  Land  Use 

in  Canada. 

Wednesday,  July  13th,  1960. 

The  Special  Committee  of  the  Senate  on  Land  Use  in  Canada  make  their 
second  Report  as  follows:  — 

1.  ORDER  OF  REFERENCE 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  on  February  11,  1960,  by  the 
Senate :  — 

"That  a  Special  Committee  of  the  Senate  be  appointed  to  consider 
and  report  on  land  use  in  Canada  and  v/hat  should  be  done  to  ensure 
that  our  land  resources  are  most  effectively  utilized  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Canadian  economy  and  the  Canadian  people  and,  in  particular,  to 
increase  both  agricultural  production  and  the  income  of  those  engaged 
in  it; 

That  the  Committee  be  composed  of  the  Honourable  Senators  Bar- 
bour, Basha,  Bois,  Boucher,  Bradette,  Buchanan,  Cameron,  Crerar, 
Emerson,  Gladstone,  Golding,  Higgins,  Horner,  Inman,  Leger,  Leonard, 
MacDonald,  McDonald,  McGrand,  Methot,  Molson,  Pearson,  Power,  Smith, 
(Kamloops),  Stambaugh,  Taylor  (Norfolk),  Taylor  (Westmorland), 
Turgeon,   Vaillancourt,   Wall   and  White; 

That  the  Committee  have  power  to  engage  the  services  of  such 
counsel  and  technical  and  clerical  personnel  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  purpose  of  the  enquiry; 

That  the  Committee  have  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers  and 
records,  to  sit  during  sittings  and  adjournments  of  the  Senate,  and  to 
report  from  time  to  time; 

That  the  evidence  taken  on  the  subject  during  the  four  preceding 
sessions   be   referred   to   the   Committee." 

A  Steering  Committee  was  appointed  as  follows:  — 

The  Honourable  Senators  Pearson,  Chairman;  Bois,  Deputy  Chairman; 
Basha,  Cameron,  Inman,  McDonald,  Smith  (Kamloops),  Taylor  (Norfolk), 
Taylor  (Westmorland)  and  Wall. 

Following  the  work  of  the  enquiry  at  the  last  session  in  which  the  focus 
was  directed  towards  the  problem  of  the  small  uneconomic  farm  unit  and 
especially  with  the  social  consequences  thereon,  the  Committee  continued  to 
confine  its  attention  to  ways  and  means  of  helping  this  segment  of  the  economy 
in  Canada.  The  Committee  does  not  intend  to  restate  its  findings  relative  to  the 
small  farm  problem  in  Canada  but  wishes  to  refer  you  to  its  report  on  July 
8,  1959  for  a  full  account.  The  views  of  the  Committee  in  this  complex  section 
of  land  use  under  its  term  of  reference  are  brought  together  in  this  report. 
The  submission  of  a  final  report  of  the  Committee  is  planned  during  the  next 
session  when  the  many  briefs  on  the  broader  areas  of  land  use  and  some  other 
related  aspects  will  be  explored  to  round  out  the  full  scope  of  the  terms  of 
reference. 

One  of  the  recommendations  in  the  last  report  of  the  Committee  (Printed 
Proceedings  No.  12,  July  8,  1959)  resulted  in  the  sending  of  a  delegation  by 
the  Canada  Department  of  Agriculture  to  the  United  States  "to  study  and 
report  on  the  Rural  Development  Program"  in  that  country.  The  delegation 
consisted  of  Dr.  J.  F.  Booth,  A.  E.  Barrett,  S.  F.  Shields  and  R.  A.  Stutt,  a 
group  of  highly  qualified  men. 
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The  study  was  made  in  the  fall  of  1959  and  the  delegation  reported  at 
the  first  and  second  meetings  of  the  Committee  of  this  session  (Printed  Pro- 
ceedings Nos.  1  and  2,  March  3  and  10,  1960).  The  report  is  very  comprehen- 
sive and  ably  drawn  up.  It  has  been  praised  by  persons  in  the  United  States 
concerned  with  rural  development  as  one  of  the  fullest  and  most  objective 
studies  of  the  Program.  To  all  Senators  who  have  an  interest  in  land,  and 
people  in  rural  areas,  be  it  agriculture  or  forestry,  this  report  is  recommended 
for  most  serious  contemplation. 

The  Committee  then  decided,  with  this  background  of  information  dealing 
with  the  operation  of  the  United  States  Rural  Development  Program  to  make 
a  brief  enquiry  into  some  of  the  comparable  fields  of  activity  in  Canada 
whether  undertaken  by  federal,  provincial  or  local  governments,  public  bodies 
or  private  citizen  groups.  These  fields  were  industry  and  labor,  forestry,  rec- 
reation and  tourist  trade,  education,  leadership,  public  problems  as  well  as 
agriculture.  Some  of  this  work  was  presented  at  previous  sessions.  The  in- 
formation at  hand  enabled  the  Committee  to  get  a  brief  but  broad  picture 
of  present  programs  and  sources  of  help  to  improve  conditions  in  rural  areas. 
This  was  particularly  covered  in  the  case  of  activities  under  the  direction  of 
various  federal  departments.  The  same  procedure  used  in  previous  sessions 
of  the  Committee  was  adopted  and  witnesses  were  invited  to  describe  activities 
of  their  respective  department  or  agency. 

In  addition  to  the  information  presented  by  the  delegation  of  the  Canada 
Department  of  Agriculture,  two  experts  in  the  Rural  Development  Program  in 
the  United  States  appeared  before  the  Committee  on  March  31,  1960  (see 
Printed  Proceedings  No.  5).  These  men  were  Paul  V.  Kepner,  Deputy  Ad- 
ministrator, Federal  Extension  Service,  United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, Washington,  D.C.,  and  Sherman  Weiss,  Northern  Area  Resources  Develop- 
mient  Specialist,  Hayward,  Wisconsin.  They  corroborated  the  analysis  made  by 
the  Canadian  delegation  and  added  further  explanation  and  personal  experiences 
on  the  operation  and  accomplishments  of  the  Program. 

One  important  and  final  link  in  the  agenda  of  the  Com^mittee  for  this 
session  was  not  completed.  It  was  planned  to  bring  representatives  of  the 
extension  services  in  each  province  under  the  Agriculture  or  Education  Depart- 
ments of  the  provincial  government  or  the  universities  to  Ottawa  to  describe 
their  extension  programs,  problems,  and  plans  for  improvement  and  expan- 
sion; also  to  obtain  their  views  as  to  the  appropriateness  of  an  approach  similar 
to  that  taken  under  the  Rural  Development  Program  in  the  United  States.  This 
action  was  not  carried  out,  however,  at  this  time. 

A  total  of  nine  meetings  were  held  at  which  22  witnesses  were  heard.  These 
witnesses  were  supported  by  11  other  persons  at  six  of  these  different  meetings. 
A  total  of  236  pages  of  evidence  was  presented  to  the  Committee. 

The  Rural  Development  Approach  to  Improvement  of  Conditions 
in  Low  Income  Areas 

The  Program  is  a  relatively  recent  attempt  to  carry  out  a  national  policy 
of  farm,  industry  and  community  development  in  disadvantaged  rural  areas. 
Through  the  Program  the  national  administration  is  able  to  increase  the  use- 
fulness of  all  the  many  regular  technical  and  financial  assistance  programs. 
This  is  accomplished  under  the  auspices  of  local  area  committees  and  in  which 
the  local  people  are  organized  under  local  leadership  and  contribute  time, 
resources  and  talents.  The  emphasis  of  this  particular  approach  is  on  self- 
help  with  aid  from  federal  and  state  governments  and  private  bodies.  Common 
problems  are  solved  by  all  elements  of  society  in  a  community  uniting  in  a 
fact  finding,  analysis  and  action  type  process.  In  this  process,  inventories  and 
studies  are  made  of  the  resources  of  the  community,  the  results  of  the  studies 
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are  brought  forward  and  discussed  by  all  concerned,  plans  are  formulated  and 
considered,  and  action  programs  are  undertaken.  In  all  these  stages,  federal 
and  state  governments  and  private  bodies  act  in  a  supporting  role. 

Two  fundamental  facts  are  basic  to  the  concept  of  rural  development  in 
the  United  States.  While  it  is  possible  to  expect  some  increase  in  farm  income 
and  to  improve  living  conditions  through  developments  with  agriculture,  it 
is  pretty  well  accepted  that  the  best  opportunities  for  area  economic  develop- 
ment are  found  in  fields  outside  the  agricultural  economy.  This  follows  partly 
from  the  limitation  of  agricultural  resources  in  the  counties  chosen  for  rural 
development  but  mainly  from  the  higher  economic  activity  and  employment 
possibilities,  and  income  generating  effect  of  other  resource  development. 
Secondly,  due  to  increased  output  of  agricultural  products  per  worker  re- 
sulting from  technological  and  scientific  advances  less  people  are  needed  on 
farms.  This  makes  the  need  for  development  of  gainful  employment  opportuni- 
ties in  other  fields  imperative  if  serious  under-employment  conditions  are  to  be 
avoided.  These  two  conditions  are  also  applicable  to  the  situation  which  pre- 
vails in  Canada  and  the  extent  to  which  farm  families  are  able  to  supplement 
their  incomes  from  non-farm  sources  depend  largely  upon  the  availability  of 
job  opportunities. 

The  responsibility  for  rural  development  in  an  area  rests  with  local  people 
therein  although  the  selection  of  the  pilot  counties  was  made  by  state  depart- 
ments. This  was  done  to  focus  the  efforts  of  the  federal  and  state  governments 
and  others  on  the  dire  need  for  improvement  in  these  counties  and  to  get  the 
program  underway.  All  the  research,  technical,  advisory  help  and  financial 
assistance  under  the  regular  programs  were  directed  to  these  areas.  In  this 
process  the  key  link  is  the  co-operative  federal-state  extension  service.  The 
extension  agents  are  in  a  position  to  supply  the  state  committee  with  services 
that  help  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  discussion,  help  implement  committee 
decisions  and  improve  co-ordination  among  the  various  agencies  and  organi- 
zations. 

As  previously  mentioned  the  principal  avenue  to  facilitate  the  Program  is 
the  formation  of  county  or  area  development  committees.  These  are  really 
planning  groups  of  local  citizens  within  the  local  communities  such  as  farmers, 
businessmen,  bankers,  county  officials,  professional  men,  church  leaders,  edu- 
cationalists, youth  and  so  on.  In  essence,  these  committees  are  not  too  much 
different  from  many  community  charitable  and  promotional  organizations  ex- 
cept that  they  are  co-ordinated  with  federal  and  state  organizations  and 
agencies  in  the  furtherance  of  development  and  assistance  programs.  They  serve 
to  direct  attention  to  basic  economic  and  social  needs,  to  co-ordinate  and 
unite  the  efforts  and  objectives  of  all  elements  in  society  and  to  bring  the  rural 
and  urban  sections  of  the  population  together  as  a  team. 

Local  chambers  of  commerce  and  other  groups  of  this  type  in  the  United 
States  often  perform  the  tasks  of  county  and  area  committees,  at  least  the 
duties  of  specific  subcommittees,  such  as  industrial  development,  tourist  trade, 
marketing  and  so  on.  Where  these  exist  they  are  usually  utilized  within  the 
general  framework  of  the  local  rural  development  organization. 

A  similar  position  was  pointed  out  in  the  brief  of  the  Canadian  Chamber 
of  Commerce  (Printed  Proceedings  No.  6)  with  regard  to  the  work  of  the 
local  chambers  in  Canada.  It  was  indicated  that  54  per  cent  of  the  local  cham- 
bers in  communities  in  the  5,000  or  less  population  category  currently  had  in- 
dustrial development  committees;  48  per  cent  had  tourist  committees;  and 
40  per  cent  had  agricultural  committees.  Many  of  the  chambers  and  boards 
have  developed  the  area  of  rural-urban  co-operation.  The  Canadian  Chamber 
of  Commerce  believes  that  "the  resourcefulness  of  individual  freedom  and  in- 
dividual enterprise  is  the  true  way  of  ensuring  the  highest  possible  standard 
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of  living  for  the  whole  Canadian  people."  The  report  of  the  Canadian  Chamber 
of  Commerce  concludes  with  a  statement  of  support  in  the  concept  of  rural 
development  in  these   gratifying  remarks. 

".   .   .  when  the  problems  of  the  rural  community  come  to  be  better 
defined,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  movement,  both  at  the  national  and 
particularly  at  the  local  level,  will  be  ready  and  willing  to  make  a  con- 
tribution to  the  solution  of  these  problems.  We  believe  strongly  that  the 
individual  should  always  be  given  the  opportunity  to  help  himself  and 
that  by  joining  with  others  in  his  community,  a  considerable  contribution 
can  be  made,  with  the  concomitance  of  greater  maturity,  greater  self- 
reliance  and  greater  initiative." 
A  resource  development  program  along  the  lines  of  the  Rural  Development 
Program  would  be  difficult  to  achieve,  if  not  nigh  impossible  in  the  United 
States,  without  the  widespread  and  extensive  means  of  reaching  the  people 
through  the  co-operative  federal-state  extension  service.  This  service  is  the  third 
phase  of  a  well  conceived  and  developed  federal-state  arrangement  to  provide 
the  people  in  the  United  States  with  useful  information  on  subjects  connected 
with  agriculture.  It  joins  the  educational  program  developed  through  the  state 
experimental   stations   to   provide   an   outstanding   degree   of   integration   and 
co-operation  of  assistance  to  people  in  rural  areas.  These  are  financed  on  a 
joint  basis  with  a  very  large  share  provided  by  the  federal  government.  In  the 
case  of  the  extension  service  the  local  counties  contribute  part  of  the  costs 
along  with  the  federal  and  state  governments.  At  the  present  time  throughout 
the  entire  country  the  federal  government  contributes  about  38  per  cent  of  the 
cost  of  extension  and  the  balance  is  shared  between  the  state  and  the  county  on 
a  three  to  two  basis. 

This  arrangement  assures  that  the  people  are  provided  with  the  latest 
findings  and  services  of  the  federal  and  state  governments.  The  account  found 
in  the  report  of  the  delegation  to  the  Committee  (Printed  Proceedings  No.  1) 
gives  an  indication  of  the  work  of  the  county  extension  agents  to  matters  of 
organization,  encouragement  to  local  participation,  passing  along  of  research 
information,  providing  of  secretarial  and  other  administrative  support.  Since 
the  launching  of  the  Rural  Development  Program  additional  funds  have  been 
provided  by  the  federal  government  so  that  rural  development  agents  can  be 
employed  to  facilitate  the  expanded  duties  of  the  county  extension  offices. 
While  the  main  role  of  an  extension  agent  is  to  provide  leadership,  technical 
counsel  and  guidance,  the  rural  development  agent  is  in  a  little  different  posi- 
tion in  that  he  represents  all  the  federal  agencies  that  have  a  contribution 
to  make  to  the  Program. 

The  experience  in  the  United  States  shows  that  the  subcommittees  of  the 
main  county  or  area  development  committees  are  most  effective  when  formed 
to  deal  with  specific  matters.  They  develop  more  interest  and  involve  more 
people  who  are  directly  concerned  with  the  projects.  This  creates  a  real 
personal  feeling  and  desire  to  achieve  the  objective.  The  various  types  of  sub- 
committees vary  with  the  problems  of  the  area  and  the  desire  and  decision  of 
the  local  people  to  do  something  to  alleviate  the  conditions.  In  general  they 
deal  with  specific  tasks  in  agriculture,  industry  development  and  promotion, 
tourist  trade,  education,  health  and  welfare  and  community  facilities  and  many 
other  and  varied  fields. 

The  report  of  the  delegation  which  outlines  the  United  States  Rural  De- 
velopment Program  shows  that  all  elements  of  the  population  in  the  counties 
with  unfavourable  physical  or  declining  resources  have  been  able  to  find  a 
common  cause  and  reason  for  improvement,  and  the  businessmen,  bankers 
and  professional  people  have  combined  with  farmers  in  a  broad  attack  on 
the  problem.  Mr.  Paul  V.  Kepner,  Deputy  Administrator  of  the  Federal  Ex- 
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tension  Service,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  summed  up  this 
important  attainment  in  these  words,  "Perhaps  the  most  fundamental,  although 
somewhat  less  tangible  than  other  more  specific  accomplishments,  is  the 
development  of  awareness  on  the  part  of  the  local  people  that  if  they  col- 
lectively go  about  appraising  their  local  problems  and  devising  remedial 
measures,  they  can  do  much  to  improve  their  welfare.  This  has  been  accom- 
panied by  a  dedication  to  do  whatever  is  necessary  to  attain  their  own  deter- 
mined objectives." 

The  report  lists  projects  to  encourage  small  business  development;  the 
expansion  of  forestry  operations;  the  creation  of  additional  resort  areas,  parks 
and  recreational  facilities,  the  building  of  highways,  access  roads  and  improved 
waterways;  as  well  as  projects  to  improve  agriculture.  All  of  these  and  many 
others  have  created  work  in  the  community,  provided  income  from 
the  sale  of  products  and  use  of  facilities  by  people  outside  the  immediate 
communities,  and  enabled  a  higher  level  of  living  for  the  residents. 

Tangible  evidence  of  progress  and  accomplishments  indicated  by  Mr. 
Kepner  was  as  follows: 

(a)  the  establishment  of  new  small  industries  or  expansion  of  already 
existing  ones,  thus  providing  new  employment  opportunities  and 
increased  incomes  not  only  to  those  directly  employed  but  also  to 
support  industries  and  other  activities  and  services  in  the  area; 

(b)  industrial  training  courses  have  been  started  in  some  rural  high 
schools  better  to  prepare  the  youth  of  the  area  for  employment 
outside  of  agriculture.  This  is  not  in  replacement  of  vocational 
training  in  agriculture,  but  in  addition  thereto.  Some  out-of-school 
training  courses  have  been  provided  for  adults  to  equip  them  to 
obtain  industrial  type  employment,  either  locally  or  elsewhere,  on 
either  a  part-time  or  full-time  basis.  Definite  programs  have  been 
undertaken  to  encourage  youth  to  continue  their  formal  education 
with  gratifying  results; 

(c)  recreation  and  tourist  facilities  and  services  have  been  improved 
in  several  areas,  not  only  for  the  benefit  of  local  residents,  but  to 
attract  a  greater  percentage  of  the  growing  tourist  business  to 
several  of  these  areas  which  have  a  wealth  of  natural  attractions 
for  tourists; 

(d)  needed  agricultural  marketing  and  service  facilities  have  been 
established,  thus  permitting  more  effective  and  economical  handling 
of  locally  produced  agricultural  commodities.  This  has  permitted 
the  introduction  of  some  specialty  crops  in  some  areas  and  expansion 
of  commercial  production  of  certain  standard  crops  in  others; 

(e)  reforestation  and  improved  forestry  management  has  been  very 
extensively  developed  in  natural  forestry  areas,  thus  improving 
the  income  from  this  important  crop; 

(/)  the  Extension  Service  and  other  agencies  have  intensified  their  ef- 
forts to  be  of  assistance  to  farmers  on  small  units  to  the  end  that 
they  are  being  enabled  to  make  better  use  of  such  agricultural 
resources  as  they  have  available  to  them  or  can  acquire.  Likewise, 
residents  of  these  areas  are  tending  to  make  greater  use  of  such 
assistance  than  previously; 

(g)  agricultural  programs  of  the  various  agencies  of  the  Department 
have  been  modified  better  to  serve  the  long-time  needs  of  these 
particular  areas  and  small  farmers; 

(h)  the  Department  of  Labor — and  this  is  a  very  substantial  develop- 
ment— is  exploring  ways  in  which  their  labor  placement  and  coun- 
selling service  can  be  adjusted  to  be  of  greater  service  to  the 
underemployed  people  of  these  areas,  and  in  turn  to  the  nation; 
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(i)   the    Small    Business    Administration    is    doing    an    effective    job    in 
providing  financial,  consultative,  and  training  services  to  small  in- 
dustries in  rural  areas,  thereby  helping  to  provide  additional  em- 
ployment opportunities   and  increased  incomes.  Probably  of  equal 
significance,    however,    was    the    technical    assistance    and    counsel 
provided  small  businessmen  and  development  groups  in  these  rural 
areas; 
(j)   a   noticeable   tendency   is   evident   to   make   more   extensive  use   of 
existing  public  facilities  and  services,  such  as  public  health  facilities 
and  services  and  the  Social  Security  Program,  which  prior  to  the 
inauguration   of   the   Rural   Development   effort,   were   not   utilized 
by  a  large  percentage  of  the  residents  of  these  areas. 
The  United  States  experience  indicates  clearly  that  the  services  and  aids 
provided  under  the  regular  government  programs  are  more  effectively  applied 
in  counties   and   areas   when  rural  development   committees   exist.   These   are 
noted  for  a  wide  range  of  things  such  as  conservation;  co-operatives;  credit; 
employment  assistance;  extension  education;  financial  aid  and  social  services 
for  people  who  cannot  support  themselves;  forestry;   agriculture;  health  and 
sanitation;  social  security,  Indian  programs;  industry  development;  marketing 
improvements;  research;  vocational  training;  and  water  resource  development. 
The  process  under  the  Rural  Development  Program  is    (1)    one  of  local 
people  of  an  area  recognizing  a  need,  (2)  focus  of  local  interest  upon  the  larger 
concept  of  a  total  community,   which  includes  all  aspects  of  the  economy  as 
well  as  agriculture,  and   (3)   involvement  of  every  agency  and  person  in  ac- 
complishment of  the  objective. 

The  organizational  set-up  at  the  national  level  is  of  a  loose  nature  and  the 
main  reason  for  this  seems  to  be  to  avoid  a  policy  of  direction  from  the 
top  and  to  assure  the  availability  of  all  technical  and  financial  features 
of  the  programs  in  all  the  departments.  It  also  provides  an  atmosphere  of  co- 
operation for  various  federal  and  state  people  at  the  local  level.  This  is  an 
extremely  interesting  concept  for  rural  development  where  the  responsibility 
for  the  different  duties  of  government  are  divided  between  federal,  provincial 
and  local  bodies.  Without  this  concept  the  tendency  would  be  to  work  sepa- 
rately and  probably  in  isolation. 

In  summary,  it  might  be  stated  that  three  main  approaches  are  used  under 
the  Program  to  improve  conditions  in  low  income  areas  of  the  United  States. 
First,  economic  and  social  betterment  is  being  sought  by  emphasis  on  total  area 
development.  The  range  of  activities  goes  much  beyond  the  traditional  frame- 
work of  agricultural  policies,  programs  and  extension  services.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  in  the  low  income  areas  major  emphasis  is  now  largely  directed  to  non- 
agricultural  fields  such  as  forestry,  industry  and  labor,  tourism  and  recreation, 
education,  public  problems  and  leadership.  Secondly,  the  services  of  govern- 
ment departments  and  agencies  have  been  co-ordinated,  redirected,  refashioned 
and  focused  on  rural  development  through  direct  lines  of  communications  of 
state  and  local  committees  so  as  to  hit  at  the  places  of  need.  From  an  admini- 
strative point  of  view  this  has  been  one  of  the  biggest  benefits  of  the  Rural 
Development  Program.  Under  this  new  arrangement  through  contacts  with 
members  of  the  whole  community,  the  extension  service  now  also  serves  the 
wider  needs  of  other  non-agricultural  and  development  problems  of  the  com- 
munity. The  placing  of  additional  rural  development  agents  in  the  pilot  counties 
has  allowed  the  expansion  of  these  services  by  the  motivation  of  local  effort 
through  the  various  sub-committees.  Thirdly,  a  basic  tenet  of  the  Rural  De- 
velopment Program  is  the  belief  that  local  people  can  do  things  to  help  them- 
selves if  they  are  provided  with  motivation,  leadership  and  financial  aid.  This 
is  being  done  under  the  guidance  of  the  federal-state  extension  service  and  the 
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help  of  many  community-minded  leaders.  A  principal  advantage  of  uniting 
local  people  for  team  effort  is  the  harmonization  of  the  needs  in  the  community 
with  the  capabilities  of  the  people  and  other  resources. 

The  study  of  the  Rural  Development  Program  in  the  United  States  indicates 
that  a  wide  variety  of  projects  are  underway  in  low  income  areas  with  the 
purpose  of  utilizing  the  land  resource  to  best  advantage,  improving  the  income 
levels  of  those  who  v/ish  to  remain  on  the  farm,  a  widening  of  the  economic 
base  and  creation  of  additional  job  and  income  opportunities,  and  to  assist  and 
prepare  a  large  section  of  the  people  on  inadequate  farm  units  for  the  adjust- 
ment to  non-farm  occupations.  In  the  short  time  the  Program  has  been  under- 
way it  appears  that  much  has  been  accomplished  to  improve  the  welfare  of 
the  people. 

The  Honourable  Alvin  E.  Hamilton,  Minister,  Department  of  Northern  Affairs 
and  National  Resources,  outlined  for  the  Committee  plans  for  a  program  of 
papers  and  discussions  at  a  "Resources  for  To-morrow"  Conference  relative 
to  land  and  water  use  and  conservation  in  Canada  (Printed  Proceedings  No. 
4).  The  purpose  of  this  conference  is  to  set  out  the  principles  and  machinery 
at  hand  by  which  appropriate  policies  might  be  established  to  guide  and  carry 
out  a  program  of  development  of  all  renewable  resources.  The  Minister  pointed 
out  that  there  was  a  definite  connection  between  the  work  of  this  Committee 
and  the  objectives  of  the  "Resources  for  To-morrow"  Conference.  The  con- 
nection arises  in  part  from  the  fact  that  Agriculture  and  land  use  will  receive 
extensive  consideration  at  the  Conference  and,  in  this,  the  reports  of  the  in- 
vestigations of  the  Special  Committee  of  the  Senate  on  Land  Use  in  Canada 
will  play  a  significant  part. 

The  particular  circumstances  of  the  small  farm  problems  of  a  large  section 
of  Quebec,  particularly  the  Eastern  Townships  and  the  Gaspe  Peninsula,  were 
described  to  the  Committee  at  this  session  by  Dr.  J.  R.  Pelletier,  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Experimental  Farm  at  Ste.  Anne-de-la-Pocatiere.  The  importance 
of  forestry  as  compared  with  agriculture  from  a  land  use  standpoint  was  noted 
as  well  as  the  lack  of  industrial  development  in  this  section  of  the  Province. 
Stress  was  laid  on  the  need  for  reforestation  and  improved  forest  management 
and  cutting  practices;  agricultural  cropping  and  cultural  practices  including 
rotations;  and  the  joint  development  of  forestry  and  agriculture  on  individual 
farms  as  income  from  either  use  alone  is  usually  insufficient  for  family  needs. 

With  regard  to  the  possible  establishment  of  a  rural  development  Program 
in  Canada,  the  observations  of  two  federal  departments  which  appeared  before 
the  Committee  are  pertinent  and  reassuring.  Part  of  the  brief  of  the  Canada 
Department  of  Labour  (Printed  Proceedings  No.  6)  dealt  with  the  problems 
of  people  in  low  income  areas  and  briefly  outlined  a  procedure  which  is  similar 
to  the  one  used  in  the  United  States  Rural  Development  Program.  In  this 
connection  Dr.  Haythorne  said  "In  considering  resources  utilization  in  an  area, 
a  critical  and  full  examination  of  what  there  is  to  work  with  in  an  area  is 
essential.  An  active  involvement  of  the  people  directly  concerned  should  also 
be  secured.  There  are  important  prerequisites  before  it  can  be  known  whether 
people  should  be  moved  elsewhere  or  not.  It  is  a  matter  essentially  of  examining 
the  basic  physical  and  human  resources  and  the  prevailing  conditions  in  these 
rural  areas  where  low  incomes  prevail  across  the  country,  and  then  developing 
co-ordinated  plans,  where  it  is  sound  to  do  so,  to  help  these  areas  through  re- 
organization of  their  farms,  through  the  development  of  other  industries, 
through  training  and  other  programs.  With  such  an  approach,  it  might  be 
said  with  some  confidence,  that  it  is  sensible  for  a  positive  program  of  rede- 
velopment to  take  place  in  this  area,  or  that  it  would  be  advisable  in  the 
interests  of  all  concerned  to  have  fewer  human  resources  devoted  to  agriculture 
and  that  steps  should  be  taken — on  a  practical  basis  and  with  active  co- 
operation of  all  the  people  concerned — to  have  these  human  resources  shifted 
elsewhere." 
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It  was  pointed  out  in  the  brief  of  the  Canada  Department  of  Trade  and 
Commerce  that  "the  major  crux  of  the  study  (of  the  Senate  Committee)  lies 
in  the  agricultural  field  and  the  opportunities  open  to  younger  people  to  engage 
in  agriculture  and  in  this  connection  we  are  faced  with  economic  trends  in 
agriculture,  which  are  moving  more  to  urban  rather  than  rural  development". 
The  contributions  of  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics,  the  Economics  Branch, 
the  Small-Business  Branch  and  the  Industrial  Development  Branch  of  the 
Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce  to  a  rural  development  program  in  Canada 
were  noted.  It  was  indicated  that  the  initiative  in  co-ordination  of  a  rural 
development  program  would  probably  lie  in  the  field  of  agriculture  and  the 
role  of  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce  in  any  plans  would  be  to 
assist  more  efficiently,  industry  and  commerce  throughout  Canada. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Whereas  there  is  a  need  of  elimination  of  problem  areas  in  Canada  where 
farm  businesses  are  small,  productivity  low  and  incomes  inadequate  for 
family  requirements:  — 

The  Committee  recommends, 
(1)    (a)   That   further   research   be   undertaken   to   define   more   clearly 
the  nature  of  the  problem  in  low-income  areas  and  to  pinpoint 
their   location, 
(b)   That  a  Federal-Provincial  Rural  Development  Program  be  in- 
stituted to  deal  with  areas  of  greatest  need. 

(2)  That  in  implementing  such  a  program  the  provincial  governments 
participate  on  a  cooperative  basis;  such  cooperation  to  include  the 
principle  that  both  provincial  and  local  authorities  assume  major 
responsibility  for  the  identification  of  problems  and  needs  of  local 
areas  and  the  initiation,  planning  and  development  of  appropriate 
action  programs. 

(3)  That  the  Federal  and  Provincial  governments  cooperate  in  assisting 
any  such  program  with  financial  and  technical  assistance,  said 
financial  assistance  to  be  provided  through  a  cost-sharing  agree- 
ment. 

(4)  That  the  Federal  and  Provincial  governments  provide  for  a  larger 
farm-management  service  and  expansion  of  educational  facilities 
with  particular  emphasis  on  leadership  to  ensure  a  prompt  dis- 
semination of  the  research  results  to  those  farmers  who  v/ill  be 
most  benefited  therefrom. 

(5)  That  there  should  be  some  form  of  coordination  of  Federal  Depart- 
ments of  Agriculture;  Northern  Affairs  and  National  Resources; 
Health  and  Welfare;  Labour;  Trade  and  Commerce;  Fisheries; 
Forestry;  and  Citizenship  and  Immigration  with  regard  to  activities 
under  a  Rural  Development  Program. 

(6)  That  the  Special  Committee  of  the  Senate  on  Land  Use  be  recon- 
vened at  next  session  of  parliament  to  study  water  conservation, 
drainage,  forestry,  encroachment  of  cities  and  industrial  areas  on 
agricultural  lands  and  also  invite  the  Extension  Services  of  the 
Provinces  to  describe  their  Extension  Programs,  problems  and  plans 
for  an  improvement  and  expansion;  also  obtain  their  views  as  to 
the  appropriateness  of  an  approach  similar  to  that  taken  under  the 
Rural  Development  Program  in  the  United  States.  All  which  is  re- 
spectfully submitted.

That  by  becoming  closely  associated  economically  with  their  500  million 
peoples,  we  will  remove  the  tragic  possibility  of  Canada  becoming  isolated  from 
the  great  modern  currents  of  trade  and  commerce.  By  our  precept  and  example 
we  will  contribute  to  removing  the  possibility  of  a  trade  war  developing  be- 
tween the  two  sides  of  the  Atlantic,  a  development  that  the  Soviet  Union 
fervently  hopes  for  and  which  might  well  enable  the  Communist  world  to 
accomplish  economically  what  they  have  failed  to  do  militarily,

Of  the  petitions  recommended  486  were  from  petitioners  domiciled  in 
the  province  of  Quebec,  and  6  were  from  petitioners  domiciled  in  the  province 
of  Newfoundland. 
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Of  the  486  petitioners  domiciled  in  the  province  of  Quebec  161  were 
husbands  and  325  were  wives. 

Of  the  6  petitioners  domiciled  in  the  province  of  Newfoundland  1  was  a 
husband  and  5  were  wives. 

Of  the  petitions  heard  13  were  opposed  at  the  hearing.  Of  the  13  cases 
opposed  at  the  hearing  6  were  rejected. 

The  Main  or  General  Committee  met  54  times  during  the  session  on  54 
separate  days.  The  General  Committee  divided  into  subcommittees  for  the 
hearing  of  evidence  in  support  of  petitions,  and  these  subcommittees  held  139 
meetings. 

In  6  cases,  where  the  petitioner  pleaded  hardship  on  account  of  straitened 
circumstances  in  respect  to  the  payment  of  the  full  Parliamentary  fees,  the 
Committee  recommended  a  partial  remission. 

The  fees  paid  to  Parliament  for  Bills  of  Divorce  heard  and  recommended 
during  the  present  Session  amounted  to  $102,655.00.

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APPENDIX 

*THE  CANADIAN  SENATE 

BY 

THE   RIGHT  HONOURABLE  ARTHUR   MEIGHEN 

There  are  few  countries — and  no  major  country — to  which  there  is  not 
a  second  chamber.  They  are  all  constituted  somewhat  differently,  but  the 
reason  for  each  is  based  on  the  same  considerations.  In  England,  in  France, 
in  Germany,  and  in  the  United  States,  in  Italy  and  even  in  Spain,  the  restraint 
of  a  second  chamber  has  been  deemed  wise  by  those  who  founded  the  con- 
stitutions of  those  respective  nations. 

In  this  Dominion,  away  back  beyond  the  period  of  its  birth  as  a  Con- 
federation, our  provinces  had  second  chambers  known  as  Legislative  Councils. 
These  were  thought  necessary  because  the  responsibilities  of  those  individual 
provinces  were  then  akin  to  the  responsibilities  of  nations.  After  we  became 
one,  the  Legislative  Councils  of  the  several  provinces  fell  away  until  now 
there  is  but  one  left — that  in  the  Province  of  Quebec.  The  explanation  is  first 
that,  after  the  surrender  of  the  larger  section  of  their  sovereignties,  questions 
that  still  remained  for  the  deliberations  of  Legislative  Assemblies  were  such 
as  could  be  dealt  with  by  one  body  alone;  but  more  importantly  for  this 
reason — that  the  limited  functions  of  these  Assemblies  with  the  residue  of 
powers  now  remaining  were  not  so  great  as  to  fail  to  afford  quite  ample  time 
for  their  careful  and  mature  consideration  and  discharge. 

In  this  Dominion  it  was  the  Fathers  of  Confederation  who  saw  to  it  that 
there  should  be  an  upper  house,  and  they  defined  its  place  briefly  but  clearly 
at  the  Conference  of  Quebec  which  was  held  two  years  before  Confederation 
was  accomplished.  It  was  there  determined  that  this  chamber  should  be 
established,  that  it  should  be  a  nominative  chamber,  and  that  its  composition 
should  be  based  upon  the  territorial  principle  and  should  not  be  in  proportion 
to  population. 

There  are  criticisms  and  alv/ays  will  be  that  the  nominative  system,  with 
appointments  exercisable  by  the  Crown  on  the  advice  of  the  Government  of  the 
day,  is  foreign  to  the  spirit  of  democracy  and  to  the  genius  of  our  people.  In 
that  connection  it  is  well  to  recall  that  for  eleven  years  prior  to  Confederation 
the  nominative  system  had  been  abolished  and  the  elective  system  adopted  in 
the  Legislative  Council  of  Upper  Canada;  therefore,  it  was  after  eleven  years' 
experience  of  the  nominative  system  that  the  latter  was  chosen  by  the  great 
men  of  that  time.  Later  will  be  discussed  the  propriety  of  that  choice  and  the 
unwisdom  of  changing  it  now. 

It  will  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  composition  of  the  Senate  was  put — on  a 
motion,  it  so  happened,  of  a  statesman  from  New  Brunswick — wholly  on  the 
basis  of  territory;  the  three  Maritime  Provinces  who  were  coming  in  then  to 
obtain  twenty-four  of  the  seventy-two  seats;  Lower  Canada,  Quebec,  to  have 
twenty-four,  and  Ontario  twenty-four.  Later  the  West  was  added  and,  ir- 
respective of  population,  the  West  was  given  twenty-four  seats  as  well.  This 
is  emphasized  so  that  it  may  be  clear  that  there  were  special  responsibilities 
attaching  to  that  Joint  Parliamentary  Trustee,  called  the  Senate.  Our  Maritime 
Provinces  declined  to  enter  Confederation  if  the  control  of  Canada's  parliament 
was  to  be  wholly  in  the  hands  of  a  majority,  because  under  those  circumstances 
they  felt  their  views  would  be  swept  out  of  effect  by  the  larger  populations  of 
our  mid-continent  areas.  Lower  Canada  also  insisted  on  the  territorial  prin- 
ciple, and  that  principle  is  still  the  basis  of  the  Senate's  composition.  From  this 
it  is  clear  that  there  devolves  upon  the  Upper  House  a  duty  of  having  special 
and  peculiar  regard  to  minority  and  sectional  rights  in  Canada,  to  see  that  the 
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majority  exercising  its  full  force  in  the  representative  chamber,  where  popula- 
tion controls,  is  not  permitted  to  ride  over  the  proper  rights  and  privileges  of 
minorities.  Or  to  put  the  point  in  another  way;  the  Senate  has  the  particular 
duty  of  standing  guard  over  the  Constitution  as  it  applies  to  all  sections  of 
Canada,  of  making  certain  that  provincial  rights  are  maintained  inviolate, 
that  the  relationship  which  the  British  North  America  Act  established  between 
the  provinces  on  the  one  hand  and  the  Dominion  on  the  other  hand  is  respected, 
whatever  may  be  for  the  time  being  the  arbitrary  action  of  a  bare  majority. 

When  one  passes  from  this  phase,  there  is  no  special  function  in  the 
sphere  of  legislation  which  the  Senate  possesses  which  is  not  equally  shared  by 
the  Commons  of  Canada. 

Sir  George  Ross  tried  to  impress,  in  a  book  published  twenty  years  ago, 
that  Senators  were  particularly  vested  with  an  obligation  to  hold  inviolate 
responsible  government  in  the  Dominion — inviolate  as  against  Imperial  domina- 
tion. There  is  very  little  substance  in  such  a  claim,  for  the  reason  that  when 
you  have  a  battle  won  for  nearly  a  hundred  years,  you  will  do  better  to 
consider  it  won  and  not  be  continually  trying  to  win  it  over  again.  Neither 
the  Senate  nor  the  Commons  has  in  practical  affairs  any  very  heavy  obligation 
in  respect  of  responsible  government. 

The  Senate  is  not  a  representative  chamber;  its  personnel  does  not  spring 
directly  from  the  spoken  word  of  the  people;  yet  it  is  as  much  a  chamber  of 
the  people  as  is  the  House  of  Commons.  Its  members  do  not  come  from  any 
special  class  or  caste,  as  in  some  lands;  they  come  from  the  ranks  of  the  people; 
they  have  the  popular  sympathies  and  popular  interests  at  heart.  The  Senate 
was  constituted  by  the  people  through  the  Fathers  of  Confederation,  and 
ratified  by  the  vote  of  the  country  because,  in  the  belief  not  just  of  a  few  but 
of  this  whole  Dominion,  it  was  in  their  interests  that  there  should  be  a  review 
of  Commons  legislation,  with  special  protection  of  minority,  sectional  and 
territorial  rights.  Of  all  these  delegated  duties  the  Senate  is  the  Trustee;  most 
of  them  it  shares  with  the  Commons  and  has  responsibility  just  as  direct  as  has 
that  House,  and  it  should  make  it  a  duty  hour  by  hour  to  live  up  to  the  full 
standards  which  were  doubtless  in  the  minds  of  the  Fathers  of  Confederation 
and  which  today  are  as  vital  to  Canada  as  they  were  at  that  time. 

What  are  the  limitations  of  the  Senate? 

There  are  those  who  say:  "You  should  be  very  chary  about  reversing  the 
will  of  the  elective  chamber;  in  fact,  if  you  do  so  more  than  once  or  twice, 
you  should  prepare  for  your  demise.  You  are  not  elected  and,  therefore,  you 
have  not  the  same  rank  and  status  as  those  who  are  elected."  There  probably 
was  reason  for  not  making  the  Upper  House  in  this  country  elective.  If  it  were 
so,  then  the  Senate  of  Canada  would  become  in  large  degree  a  reflection  of  the 
Lower  Chamber,  and  it  would  be  necessary  for  members  so  to  conduct  them- 
selves, each  in  his  own  groove,  so  as  to  ensure,  first  of  all,  the  favourable 
opinion  of  that  special  constituency  from  which  the  member  comes,  and 
secondly,  the  dependable  cooperation  and  support  of  the  party  to  which  he 
belonged  and  does  belong.  If  those  considerations  are  to  be  in  the  minds  of 
members  of  the  Senate,  they  never  can  discharge  properly  the  functions  which 
are  theirs,  nor  can  the  Senate  in  these  circumstances  be  more  than  a  mere 
replica  of  the  Commons,  and  its  performance  will  become  a  wasteful  repetition 
of  the  debates  and  controversies  which  take  place  in  the  other  chamber. 

In  a  word,  we  might  as  well  have  two  Houses  of  Commons,  one  of  which 
would  be  redundant,  as  to  have  an  elective  Senate. 

Some  say  there  should  be  other  reforms;  for  example,  that  members  of  the 
Senate  should  be  chosen  by  different  bodies.  These  ideas  have  been  debated 
for  many  years,  but  beyond  the  suggestion  that  a  limit  of  age  might  be  applied, 
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there  is  not  any  which  has  made  very  much  appeal,  or  which  did  not  carry 
within  its  compass  a  danger  of  detracting  from  the  Senate's  value  in  the  dis- 
charge of  those  special  powers,  functions  and  duties  for  which  that  body  was 
created. 

If  I  were  asked  what  the  Senate  should  do  in  respect  of  measures;  by 
what  outstanding,  clear  and  easily  understood  principles  it  should  be  guided, 
this  would  be  the  answer. 

Where  there  is  a  mandate  for  legislation  which  comes  before  the  Senate; 
where  such  legislation  was  clearly  discussed  and  placed  on  the  platform  of  the 
successful  party  in  an  election,  then  only  in  most  exceptional  circumstances 
should  there  be  any  attempt  or  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Upper  House  to  refuse 
to  implement  a  mandate  by  its  concurring  imprimatur.  No  one,  however,  who 
has  thought  the  subject  out  can  say  under  no  circumstances  should  legislation 
coming  to  the  Senate  from  the  Commons,  though  clearly  supported  by  a  popular 
mandate  in  an  election,  fail  of  support  in  the  Second  Chamber.  It  has  been 
plainly  and  tersely  enunciated  by  Sir  John  Macdonald,  by  George  Brown  and 
by  Maritime  statesmen,  as  well  as  by  Tache  of  Quebec,  that  the  Senate's  duty, 
or  one  of  its  duties  is  to  see  not  only  that  wise  legislation,  having  for  its 
purpose  nothing  but  the  public  good,  is  allowed,  irrespective  of  mandate,  to 
become  law,  but  in  certain  conceivable  events  to  see  to  it  as  well  that  the 
public  of  Canada,  which  may  at  one  election  have  endorsed  extraordinary 
proposals,  has  opportunity,  if  such  proposals  are  of  a  particularly  dangerous 
or  revolutionary  character,  to  think  the  subject  over  again;  in  a  word,  that 
the  Senate  may,  under  certain  circumstances,  be  allowed  to  appeal  from  the 
electorate  of  yesterday  to  the  electorate  of  to-morrow. 

It  may  be  asked  whether  there  is  any  chance  of  such  a  contingency  arising. 
Cast  your  eyes  westward,  where  under  the  influence  of  drought  and  depression, 
and  under  the  influence  of  other  urgings  not  usually  brought  to  bear  on  public 
matters,  the  Province  of  Alberta  departed  in  the  last  provincial  contest  from 
long-tried  and  tested  principles  of  finance,  to  embrace  what  is  undoubtedly 
a  mere  mirage.  If  such  a  step  were  taken  by  this  whole  Dominion  under 
similar  circumstances,  I  wonder  if  a  chance  to  think  the  subject  over  once 
more,  and  to  make  certain  that  the  judgment  of  the  electorate  of  Canada  was 
a  deliberate  judgment  and  one  to  be  sustained,  should  not  as  a  bounden  duty 
be  granted.  Such  a  contingency  may  not  arise;  but  it  never  can  be  laid  down 
as  a  rigid  rule  that  even  a  mandate  is  universally  obligatory  upon  the  Upper 
Chamber  or  that  it  would  be  its  duty  in  all  circumstances  to  acquiesce  blindly 
in  any  measure.  It  is  enough  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  there  is  authority 
behind  a  popular  mandate  which  the  Senate  never  can  ignore,  and  that  only 
under  very  special  circumstances  should  the  Chamber,  even  for  purposes  only 
of  delay,  fail  to  comply  with  an  electoral  judgment. 

The  great  mass  of  legislation  has,  however,  no  relation  to  any  special 
dictum  of  the  people  in  an  electoral  contest  at  all.  The  great  mass  of  legislation 
springs  from  circumstances  of  the  hour.  Something  has  to  be  done,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  administration,  and  the  administration  works  out  its  solution 
in  such  a  manner  as  it  deems  fit,  and  submits  that  solution  to  Parliament. 
There  is  no  question  of  a  mandate  at  all  in  the  case  of  at  least  ninety-eight 
per  cent  of  the  measures  which  come  to  either  House.  In  respect  of  legislation 
of  this  kind,  I  would  not  go  so  far  as  to  aver  that  the  Senate  should  in  all 
cases  have  no  regard  to  the  wishes  of  the  Commons,  but  only  to  its  own 
viewpoint.  If  it  is  a  subject  naturally  within  the  purview  of  Government, 
something  to  do  with  administration;  if  it  is  a  reflection  in  a  Bill  of  what  the 
Government  should  be  and  feels  itself  best  suited  to  handle,  and  if  it  does 
not  affect  positive  principles  going  to  the  root  of  our  institution,  then  I  would 
say  that  even  though  it  was  thought  a  better  way  might  be  devised,  even  though 
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it  was  thought  that  on  a  balance  of  merits  the  Bill  failed,  it  would  be  wiser  for 
the  Senate,  if  it  can,  after  making  such  remedial  amendments  as  will  improve 
the  measure,  to  allow  the  Government  to  have  its  way. 

Many  a  time  I  have  considered,  and  a  majority  in  our  House  have  agreed, 
that  some  problem  demanding  solution  was  being  timidly  shelved  by  referring 
it  to  a  Royal  Commission — a  favoured  practice  of  our  time;  whereas  it  would  be 
much  better  if  the  matter  were  wrestled  with  by  the  Government  itself  and 
some  method  found  by  the  administration  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  hour. 
Though  in  such  a  case  much  can  be  said  for  a  reference  back,  the  Senate  does 
not  take  that  course.  It  tries  to  put  the  legislation  into  the  best  form  it  can  for 
giving  effect  to  what  the  Government  wants  done;  it  tries  to  make  it,  as  far 
as  care  can  make  it,  practical,  proper,  and  fair  to  all  concerned,  and  then  it 
lets  the  legislation  pass. 

As  regards  private  measures,  steps  have  been  taken  lately  to  encourage 
introduction  of  these  in  the  Senate;  indeed,  great  advantages  are  now  obtained 
by  their  introduction  there,  and  the  effect  is  likely  to  be  that  private  measures 
are  largely  going  to  be  initiated  in  the  Upper  House.  This  course  is,  I  think, 
in  the  public  interest. 

There  may  be  reforms  in  other  lines  that  could  be  effected.  It  would  be 
of  advantage  if  Ministers,  whose  seats  are  in  the  House  of  Commons — though 
they  do  not  necessarily  have  to  be — had  access  to  the  Senate,  if  desired,  when 
legislation  coming  from  the  department  of  the  Minister  desiring  access  is 
under  review  in  our  Chamber.  If  entrance  to  the  Upper  Chamber  were  possible 
on  the  part  of  Ministers,  it  would  add  to  the  efficiency  and  harmonious  working 
of  our  system  of  parliamentary  government. 

There  is  another  development  which  has  come  in  recent  years.  There  are 
more  Bills  both  public  and  private  being  initiated  in  the  Upper  Chamber  than 
at  any  time  in  the  past.  It  is  a  too  prevalent  opinion  that  the  proper  place  for 
initiation  of  legislation  is  in  the  Commons  alone.  Doubtless  the  larger  volume 
must  always  be  first  submitted  there,  and  especially  legislation  which  is  the 
outcome  of  an  election  mandate.  But  there  is  an  increasing  body  of  public 
business  which  has  to  be  dealt  with  session  by  session,  which  does  not  go  to 
even  the  fringe  of  politics,  but  has  to  do,  say,  with  the  regulation  of  commerce 
and  finance;  such  things,  for  instance,  as  amendments  to  insurance  laws;  the 
establishment,  for  the  first  time  in  this  Dominion,  of  shipping  laws;  and  matters 
of  that  sort.  Such  subjects  can  be  presented  first  to  the  Senate,  and  now  most 
frequently  are  so  presented.  There  is  thus  given  to  these  measures  a  care 
which,  on  account  of  pressure  of  time  and  other  complications,  the  Commons 
is  incapable  of  giving.  There  is  only  one  class  of  legislation  which,  in  point  of 
law,  must  be  initiated  in  the  lower  Chamber,  and  that  is  such  as  has  to  do  with 
taxation  of  the  people,  or  such  as  creates  a  charge  on  the  Treasury.  It  is  not 
certain,  indeed,  that  the  limitation  in  law  is  even  as  restricted  as  it  has  been 
thus  expressed.  However,  whether  it  be  so  circumscribed  or  not,  that  Senate 
would  be  very  ill-advised  which  thought  to  encroach  upon  the  territory  which 
I  have  just  defined.  Far  better  that  subjects  which  fall  within  the  domain  of 
taxation  and  charges  upon  the  Treasury  should  have  their  initiation  in  the 
Commons,  as  is  the  case  in  England.  Whether  or  not  this  is  the  law  in  Canada, 
it  ought  to  be  the  practice  in  Canada, 

The  Senate  is  worthless  if  it  becomes  merely  another  Commons  divided 
upon  party  lines  and  indulging  in  party  debates  such  as  are  familiar  in  the 
Lower  Chamber  session  after  session.  If  the  Senate  ever  permits  itself  to 
fulfil  that  function  and  that  alone  in  the  scheme  of  Confederation,  then  the 
sooner  it  is  abolished  the  better.  This  practice  is  not  to  be  deprecated  in  the 
House  of  Commons.  If  we  are  going  to  have  a  democracy,  the  practice  must 
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continue.  There  have  to  be  parties  and  party  manoeuvres;  there  have  to  be 
conflicts  and  controversies  innumerable  in  variety  and  wearisome  in  length. 
The  great  scheme  of  bringing  sections  together,  letting  each  see  the  view- 
point of  the  other,  has  to  be  worked  out  in  the  representative  Chamber.  Some- 
times we  are  too  impatient  and  critical  of  governments  in  allowing  what  seems 
inordinate  time  for  discussion  of  public  business.  That  discussion  is  good,  but 
it  is  not  the  function  of  the  Senate.  Members  of  the  Second  Chamber  must 
get  away,  lift  their  minds  far  from  those  hard-drawn  lines  of  party,  or  they 
cannot  serve  their  country.  They  have  to  make  up  their  minds  to  give  every 
government  fair  play  and  not  to  stand  in  the  way  of  legislation  unless  they 
are  convinced  it  must  be  defeated  on  its  merits,  and  that  the  consequences  of 
failure  to  defeat  it  would  be  serious;  nor  to  stand  stubbornly  in  the  path  of  any 
Government  unless  it  is  brought  there  in  their  judgment  to  serve  the  ends  of 
party  by  largess  in  this  or  some  other  part  of  the  Dominion  rather  than  the 
true  interests  of  the  nation.  The  Senate,  too,  has  to  see  to  it  that  legislation 
which  is  initiated  in  the  Upper  House  is  put  in  the  very  best  form  possible 
so  that  it  may  be  found  to  meet  those  real  needs  for  which  it  was  designed,  and 
so  that  when  it  leaves  its  hands  it  is  going  to  be  an  instrument  of  business 
and  not  merely  a  brooding  place  for  litigation,  to  become,  in  due  course,  a 
paradise  for  lawyers.  It  is  the  business  of  the  Senate  as  well,  on  receipt  of  a 
measure  from  the  other  chamber,  first  of  all  to  study  the  principle  behind  it, 
and  in  every  case  to  study  it  with  a  sympathetic  mind,  and,  unless  there  is 
grave  reason  for  resisting  it,  to  devote  its  best  efforts  to  improve  the  measure 
in  its  detail,  and  then  to  give  that  measure's  passage  its  full  support. 

The  task  of  the  Senate  in  the  practical  working  out  of  the  business  of 
Parliament  is  to  see  that  every  measure,  when  it  passes  from  its  hands,  is  a 
place  of  legislation  well  done.  To  this  end  our  Chamber  sits  but  a  short  time 
each  day.  Rarely  does  it  sit  throughout  the  period  fixed  for  both  Houses.  It 
adjourns  when  its  work  is  done  so  far  as  concerns  the  recording  and  explaining 
of  decisions  arrived  at,  and  repairs  to  its  committees,  and  mainly  to  two  major 
committees,  the  one  presided  over  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  George  P.  Graham  and  the 
other  by  Senator  Frank  Black  of  New  Brunswick,  for  detailed  study  of  Bills. 
This  study  and  review  it  grinds  away  at  day  by  day  for  several  hours,  and 
often  into  the  night.  Its  labours  include  the  re-arrangement,  very  often  the 
recasting,  and  nearly  always  the  re-expressing  of  Bills  and  resolutions — the 
former  sometimes  of  enormous  dimensions. 

It  is  before  these  Committees  that  the  public  is  heard.  Hearing  the  public 
— that  is,  all  interested  from  any  angle  in  the  measure  under  review — is  only 
one  function  of  the  Senate,  but  a  very  necessary  and  important  function.  If 
it  makes  itself  a  debating  society,  this  duty,  so  vital  if  our  work  is  to  be  well 
done,  could  never  be  discharged.  It  is  our  part  to  make  sure  that  conflicting 
interests  from  every  end  of  this  country  have  an  equal  hearing,  so  that  every- 
one concerned  has  opportunity  to  express  his  view  and  tell  us  that  this  or 
that  provision  is  not  going  to  work,  and  why.  Thus,  all  contentions  and  all 
arguments  are  advanced  before  a  Bill  takes  its  final  form.  This  system  has  been 
developed  very  successfully  with  the  full  co-operation  of  both  sides  of  the 
House,  because  there  still  are  sides,  though  they  do  not  stand  out  very  strongly. 
This  is  the  service  the  Senate  has  tried  to  render,  and  on  this  record  and  this 
general  scheme  of  procedure  it  is  best  discharging  its  duty  to  the  people  of  our 
country. 

There  is  between  the  place  each  House  should  occupy  in  Canada  a  distinc- 
tion fundamental  and  imperative.  The  House  of  Commons  is  and  must  be  the 
forum  of  debate.  It  must  be  there  that  champions  of  conflicting  policies  meet 
and  struggle  and  decide  their  issue.  There  is  the  arena  where  young  ambition 
goes;  there  he  enters  the  lists  and  flashes  his  sword  in  battle  with  his  peers; 
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it  is  there  that  leaders  of  public  opinion,  and  those  who  aspire  to  lead,  mount 
the  rostrum  and  brave  the  storm,  the  hustle  and  the  hurricane,  the  arrows  of 
a  hundred  foes  in  front,  and  the  scowls  of  critics  behind;  there  they  press  on 
in  the  measure  of  their  talents  and  their  courage  to  the  glittering  prizes  of  our 
public  life.  The  House  of  Commons  is  the  place  where  West  and  East  each 
finds  out  what  the  other  wants;  where  races  blend  their  thinking;  where 
classes  learn,  or  ought  to  learn,  by  contact  and  conflict,  that  they  are  all  of  the 
same  clay  and  need  pretty  much  the  same  laws.  It  is  the  melting  pot  of  the 
nation. 

The  Senate  has  a  more  prosaic  task.  Its  duty  is  to  see  that  great  principles 
upon  which  the  Dominion  has  reposed  are  carefully  reflected  in  its  Statutes, 
to  design  legislation  so  as  to  meet  the  realities  of  business,  to  review  and 
temper  proposals  of  the  other  House  so  as  not  unnecessarily  to  discourage 
enterprise  or  restrict  the  area  of  employment;  to  oppose  the  ravages  of  partisan- 
ship from  whatever  source  they  come,  and  at  least  to  give  public  opinion  time 
and  opportunity  to  be  deliberate  and  to  be  understood;  to  be  governed  not 
so  much  by  emotional  appeal  or  fleeting  spasms  of  popular  fancy,  but  to  listen 
to  the  accountant,  the  operator,  the  employer,  the  employee  and  the  unem- 
ployed, and  to  make  sure  that  legislation  when  finally  passed  will  work  with 
fairness  and  facility.  The  Second  Chamber  should  be  a  workshop  and  not  a 
theatre.  For  this  function  the  Senate  was  created,  and  this  function  it  must 
with  thoroughness  and  fearlessness  perform. 

There  are  things,  though,  which  it  cannot  do.  Some  time  ago  a  prominent 
and  popular  Canadian,  a  man  of  opposite  political  association  to  myself,  said: 
"I  am  thankful  in  these  days  for  the  Senate!  No  matter  what  wild  and  extreme 
radicalism  may  sweep  the  country,  the  Senate  will  stand  firm;  it  will  save  the 
ship".  This  surely  is  worth  saying  and  remembering: — The  forces  of  wild  and 
extreme  radicalism  must  be  met  right  out  among  the  ranks  of  our  people,  in 
their  houses  and  meeting  places — there  the  power  of  reason  and  common 
sense  must  be  applied,  the  lesson  of  long  experience  must  be  taught,  or  nothing 
will  save  the  ship.  Surely  we  have  learned  from  tragedies  in  other  lands  that 
the  tide  of  a  mad,  militant  and  persistent  majority  never  can  be  stemmed.  It 
must  not  become  a  majority.  If  in  this  country  the  trade  of  politicians  is  to  be 
what  it  has  been  too  often,  to  fatten  on  the  fruits  of  class  hatred,  class  envy, 
class  animosity,  to  reap  a  harvest  in  votes  by  fanning  these  dangerous  fires, 
then  do  not  depend  on  the  Senate  or  anything  else  to  hold  in  place  the  founda- 
tions of  democracy,  because  it  may  be  too  late.  There  are  those  who  believe 
that  dire  things  can  happen  even  in  the  presence  of  fair  and  equitable  laws. 
It  certainly  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  they  can  more  easily  take  place  when 
territory  is  large  and  the  distances  are  great,  when  the  population  derives  from 
a  multitude  of  races  and  when  the  forces  of  sanity  and  industry  are  selfishly 
indifferent  and  at  the  same  time  divided. 

What  the  Senate  can  do  is  to  devote  its  energy  within  its  own  sphere  to 
making  our  laws  practical  and  sensible,  to  give  the  best  possible  chance  to 
workers  and  especially  to  the  humblest  workers  to  encourage  the  upward 
climber  and  to  attach  a  wholesome  penalty  to  voluntary  idleness,  to  remember 
always  that  there  is  nothing  so  vital  to  the  common  weal  as  security  to  life 
and  property,  and  to  offer  no  countenance  to  dishonesty  and  confiscation.

The  Honourable  the  Speaker  of  the  Commons  then  addressed  the  Deputy 
of  His  Excellency  the  Administrator  of  the  Government  of  Canada,  as 
follows:  — 
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"May  it  please  Your  Honour: 

The  Commons  of  Canada  have  voted  supplies  to  enable  the  Government 
to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  public  service: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commons,  I  present  to  Your  Honour  the  following 
Bill:  — 

An  Act  for  granting  to  Her  Majesty  certain  sums  of  money  for  the  public 
service  of  the  financial  year  ending  the  31st  March,  1961. 

To  which  Bill  I  humbly  request  Your  Honour's  assent". 

After  the  Clerk  Assistant  read  the  title  of  the  Bill: 

To  this  Bill,  the  Royal  Assent  was  pronounced  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate 
in  the  following  words:  — 

"In  Her  Majesty's  name,  the  Deputy  of  His  Excellency  the  Administrator 
of  the  Government  of  Canada  thanks  her  loyal  subjects,  accepts  their  bene- 
volence, and  assents  to  this  Bill". 


After  which,  the  Deputy  of  His  Excellency  the  Administrator  of  the 
Government  of  Canada  was  pleased  to  close  the  Third  Session  of  the  Twenty- 
Fourth  Parliament  of  Canada  with  the  following  Speech:  — 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

The  third  session  of  this  Parliament  has  been  an  unusually  significant  and 
useful  one  for  Canadians.  As  you  return  to  your  homes  I  thank  you  for  your 
work  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  Canada. 

Relations  between  nations  of  the  world  continue  to  cause  concern.  Several 
incidents  have  heightened  tensions  and  aroused  anxiety.  Despite  the  sombre 
outlook,  however.  My  Government  continues  to  hope  that  reason  may  yet 
prevail  in  the  Soviet  world  to  the  end  that  the  differences  between  nations  can 
be  resolved.  This  will  require  energy,  patience,  strength  and  understanding. 
Canadians  remain  convinced  that  nothing  must  be  left  undone  to  assure  real 
peace  for  our  people  and  all  men  everywhere. 

In  the  meantime,  a  responsible  nation  can  do  no  other  than  contribute  its 
part  to  the  defensive  strength  of  the  free  world.  Canada  remains  under  an 
obligation  to  provide  forces  for  the  defence  of  North  America,  to  contribute 
to  the  North  Atlantic  Alliance  and  in  support  of  the  United  Nations.  You  have 
made  the  necessary  provision  to  meet  these  commitments.  In  the  past  few 
days  you  have  approved  the  sending  of  a  Canadian  contingent  of  signalling  and 
logistic  personnel  to  be  a  part  of  the  United  Nations  operations  in  The  Congo. 

The  Prime  Ministers  of  the  Commonwealth  met  together  in  London  during 
May  and  reviewed  the  major  international  problems  of  the  day  and  various 
questions  of  constitutional  development  within  the  Commonwealth. 

You  have  continued,  at  the  increased  level  authorized  last  year,  Canada's 
contribution  to  the  Colombo  Plan.  You  have  also  voted  assistance  for  a  pro- 
gramme of  aid  to  newly  emerging  nations  in  Africa,  as  well  as  further  funds 
for  the  aid  of  the  West  Indies  Federation.  An  appropriation  for  the  first  year  of 
operations  of  the  Commonwealth  Scholarship  Plan  has  been  approved. 
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Canada's  economic  position  in  1960  generally  has  remained  good  but  the 
problems  of  employment  in  Canada,  as  in  the  United  States,  remain  a  cause 
for  concern.  You  have  authorized  an  expanded  municipal  winter  works  pro- 
gramme for  1960-61.  You  have  made  increased  provision  for  the  training  of 
unemployed  persons  in  co-operation  with  the  provinces.  These  measures, 
together  with  the  steps  taken  to  increase  financing  for  housing  construction 
and  hom.e  improvement  will  provide  added  employment  in  the  forthcoming 
winter. 

Agriculture  in  all  its  aspects  has  continued  to  receive  the  close  attention 
of  Parliament  and  the  government.  Early  in  the  session  you  enacted  measures 
to  help  meet  problems  arising  from  unseasonable  weather  in  the  Prairie 
Provinces  which  interrupted  the  harvesting  of  last  year's  grain  crops.  You 
have  also  taken  concrete  steps  to  provide  assistance  to  the  agricultural  economy 
of  Western  Canada. 

A  measure  of  great  significance  that  you  have  enacted  in  this  session  has 
been  the  Act  for  the  Recognition  and  Protection  of  Fundamental  Human  Rights. 
At  a  time  when  the  enemies  of  freedom  everywhere  mock  the  words  of  free- 
dom you  have  set  forth  for  all  the  world  to  see  the  declaration  of  Canadians 
that  the  dignity  of  the  human  personality  shall  be  preserved  in  Canada  in 
equality  before  the  law  without  discrimination. 

You  have  approved  a  measure  to  give  Indians  the  right  and  privilege  of 
the  franchise  in  Federal  elections  on  a  basis  of  equality  with  their  fellow 
Canadians,  but  without  any  sacrifice  of  their  traditional  rights. 

The  Canada  Elections  Act  has  been  revised. 

You  have  approved  an  address  to  Her  Majesty  requesting  the  submission 
to  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  for  an  amendment  of  the  British 
North  America  Act  to  establish  a  retirement  age  of  seventy-five  for  judges  of 
superior  courts  and  you  have  made  consequential  amendments  to  the  Judges 
Act. 

A  Conference  with  provincial  representatives  has  been  arranged  for  the 
autumn  to  seek  agreement  on  the  means  by  which  the  constitution  of  Canada 
can  be  amended  in  Canada  in  matters  affecting  federal  and  provincial 
jurisdictions. 

You  have  amended  the  Federal-Provincial  Tax-Sharing  Arrangements  Act 
to  provide  for  the  extension  for  the  remainder  of  the  period  covered  by  the 
Act  of  the  increase  in  the  share  of  the  revenue  from  the  personal  income  tax 
previously  allocated  to  the  provinces.  Alternative  arrangements  have  been 
approved  in  respect  of  the  making  of  grants  to  universities  in  all  parts  of 
Canada. 

In  preparation  for  the  revision  of  the  financial  arrangements  with  the 
provinces  which  expire  in  March  1962,  a  Dominion-Provincial  Conference  was 
held  in  the  last  week  of  July.  The  Conference  will  resume  its  discussions  in 
October. 

Important  amendments  have  been  made  to  the  Combines  Investigation  Act 
and  related  provisions  of  the  Criminal  Code  which  will  give  protection  to  the 
small  businessmen  of  Canada. 

The  Public  Service  Superannuation  Act  has  been  amended  to  improve 
it  in  several  respects.  A  revision  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  has  been  placed  before 
you  for  consideration  in  advance  of  action  at  your  next  session. 

Legislation  has  been  passed  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  a  Depart- 
ment of  Forestry  to  have  responsibility  for  all  matters  relating  to  the  forest 
resources  of  Canada  over  which  the  Parliament  of  Canada  has  jurisdiction. 

You  have  extended  the  Emergency  Gold  Mining  Assistance  Act  for  a 
further  period  of  three  years. 
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The  Trans- Canada  Highway  Act  has  been  amended  to  extend  for  three 
years  the  period  during  which  payments  may  be  made  to  the  provinces  for 
construction  under  the  Act. 

You  have  approved  measures  v/hich  will  enable  for  the  first  time  the 
payment  of  pensions  under  the  Old  Age  Security  Act  and  the  War  Veterans' 
Allowance  Act  to  be  made  to  Canadians  who  choose  to  reside  outside  of  Canada. 

You  have  authorized  extension  of  the  operation  of  the  Freight  Rates 
Reduction  Act  to  April  30th,  1961. 

New  Trade  Agreements  with  Australia  and  the  U.S.S.R.  have  been 
approved. 

Other  measures  enacted  at  this  session  include  an  Act  to  establish  new 
C.N.R.  terminal  facilities  in  Toronto,  the  C.N.R.  Financing  and  Guarantee  Act, 
an  Act  to  provide  for  Canada's  membership  in  the  International  Development 
Association,  Acts  to  incorporate  Harbour  Commissioners  at  Oshawa  and 
Nanaimo,  the  La  Salle-Caughnawaga  Bridge  Act,  an  Act  to  repeal  certain 
Fisheries  Laws  of  Newfoundland,  a  new  Feeds  Act  and  an  Act  respecting  the 
International  Boundary  Commission. 

You  have  also  amended  the  Export  and  Import  Permits  Act,  the  Canada- 
Netherlands  Income  Tax  Agreement  Act,  the  Windsor  Harbour  Commissioners 
Act,  the  Department  of  Justice  Act,  the  National  Housing  Act,  the  National 
Energy  Board  Act,  the  Yukon  Act,  the  Northwest  Territories  Act,  the  Railway 
Act,  the  Canada  Shipping  Act  and  the  Criminal  Code.
